Questions Not Easily Answered. 


These are important questions and they 
are not so easily answered as people on either 
side of the fence might imagine.

Then came the north China disturbances of 
1900, and the transports of six nations, their 
attendants, fringes, and followers came this 
i way and gave another hoist to prosperity. 
The leading hotel having reached the brazen 
demand of twelve, sixteen, and eighteen sil- 
ver dollars a day for a front room, with 
board, could go no further, but adroitly 
quotes its prices in pounds sterling, English, 
so that one pays by the daily rate of ex- 
Change, and no man knows what his next 
day’s board bill will be. 

Even at their exaggerated prices there are 
no houses to be had, and building is going on 
wherever one goes on the higher levels. 

Servant hire has advanced some, the prices 
of market products little, however, and to 
read the Hongkong market reports each day 
would make an American housekeeper en- 
-yvlous. Beef, chickens, eggs, fish, fruit, and 
\ vegetables are one-half and one-third the 
} price in American cities, and in all house- 
_keeping no provision is made for the ser- 

vants. One pays them a fixed wage by the 

month and they provide their own food, nor 
does the employer always lodge them. 


Therefore, one asks the reason for this ex- 
travacant charge at the hotels, and finds it 
only in the greed of the resident European 

| stockholders, who demand large dividends 
4 and further the advances in rates. Ten per 
cent is a pitiful return for his investment, 
| the resident thinks, and one hears freely dis- 
} cussed the concerns that pay 30 and 40 per 
fecent. The traveling public, the tourist, and 
globe trotter are considered legitimate ob- 
jects of pillage and spoliation, chosen vic- 
times for white Hongkong’s fleecing. The 
tourist may protest and denounce the im- 
pudent robbery, but he pays and goes, and 
Other victims crowd in his train. 


One hears in Japan, and he hears with more 
envy in America, of the perfection of Chinese 
Servants, the perfect treasures, whose pre-. 
cise, well ordered, unvarying service makes 
life all an easy dream, a bed of roses in 
China. But now, there is a canker in the 
rose, a crumple in the rose leaf, and 346 
Buropean women, practically all the house- 
keepers in Hongkong, have prayed the act- 
ing governor and the council for relief from 
trials that are too much for human flesh, 
Coupled with climatic conditions. 

The women refer to the deterioration in 
the cRaracter or the quality of. domestic 
Servants, the insolence, indifference, thiev- 
“ange, boycotting, and general rascality that 
Smiake life an insufferable burden to the mis- 
Mresses of even small establishments. They 
Pask for the compulsory registration of do- 
Smnestic servants, their taking out of regis- 
Stration* papers on which must appear their 
EPhotographs, records of past services, and 
reasons for discharge. 

This system, which has worked well in 
Séeylon and other colonies, will, it is be- 
meved, effect a needed reform here. Worried 
mousekeepers begged this same boon some 
years ago, but a soulless council ignored the 
mPpeal as almost a trifling with their dignity.

It is ‘‘Good-by forever’’ from Adelina 
Patti to Chicago instead of ‘* Once more, 
farewell,” as the placards have it. | 

Mme. Patti was to sing in the Auditorium 
tonight, but the hand of fate in the shape of 
small advance sales has decreed otherwise. 
Mme. Patti has canceled her Chicago en- 
gagement. The story is briefly told by read- 
ing between the lines of the following tele- 
gram from Indianapolis, received at 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon at the Auditorium An- 
nex by her representative, Julius BD. 
Francke: 

Madame ill with cold. Impossible to go to Chi- 
cago. Weather here exceedingly bad for her to 
go out. Arrange to cancel date.

Other Engagements Canceled. 


The tour of Mme. Patti seems to have been 
a record breaker thus far in point of can- 
cellation of engagements on one pretext or 
another. Engagements were canceled at 
Syracuse, N. Y.; Scranton, Pa.; Butte, Mont., 
and other points, apparently because the 
advance sales did not meet the expectations 
of the management. At Philadelphia last 
Wednesday the singer did not appear because 
Anton Hegner, ‘cellist, formerly with the 
cafapany, had attached the box office receipts 
for a claim of back salary. 

Robert Grau, manager of the tour, was in 
Chicago last Monday when the sale of seats 
was opened at the Auditorium. He staid until 


Thursday and then left quietly without giving 


any intimation as to where he was going. 
The report of the Philadelphia attachment of 
receipts had reached him before his de- 
parture. The supposition is that he went 
towards Philadelphia and probably inter- 
cepted the company at Pittsburg. 


Big Loss to Grau Threatened. 


That advance sales in Chicago presaged 
a loss to Mr. Grau is the commonly accept- 
ed reason for the cancellation. His con- 
tract requires him to pay Mme. Patti $5,000 
in advance for each concert. For the Chica- 
go concerts Dec. 9 and 12 the prices of seats 
ranged from $2.50 to $5, whereas the prices 
for the engagement of tonight ranged from 
$1 to $3. It is said the advance sale was 
mostly $1 seats and that it did not exceed 
$1,000, although Mr. Francke has made 
claims of an advance sale over $2,700. 

Milward Adams, manager of the Auditori- 
um, was asked to give a statement as to 
the exact figures of the advance gale, but re- 
plied that he did not know and did not care 
to talk about it. 7 

It remains to be seen whether Mme, Patti's. 
indisposition is of such a serious nature as to 
demand the cancellation of her engagements

Immigrants Go to Work. 


It may be that the people from southeast- 
érn Europe haven't been here long enough 
yet to make themselves felt in the penal and 
charitable institutions. That Isa possibility, 
of course. On the other hand, the figures 
put at my disposal indicate that the people 
who make up the bulk of our immigration 
now go to work and stay at work. They are 
not in the jails, the reformatories, the alms- 
houses, and the asylums. They may not be 
self-supporting, but if this be true, their 
friends are paying their bills for them and 
they have not as yet become public charges 
in any great numbers. | ; 

This is an extremely important point, be- 
cause it is a well recognized fact that a 
worthy immigrant is a source of wealth to 
any community. He has a more or less 
definite economic value because he can be 
Gepended upon to produce a certain amount 
over and above the cost of his own Hving, 
Mr. Frederick Knapp, the commissioner of 
immigration in New York City, nearly a gen- 
eration ago, when our immigrants came in 
from Ireland, Germany, and Scandinavia, 
estimated that an able bodied laborer ar- 
riving in this country possessed an average 
economic value of about $1,125 and that he 
must be considered in his person an addition 
to the wealth of the country to that extent. 
Of course, if a penniless and able bodied im- 
migrant when he arrives here is worth §1,- 
000 more or less to the community he ought 
to be encouraged to come unless it can be 
shown that he deteriorates rapidly and 
speedily becomes a burden on the community 
so as entirely to offset his supposed economic 
value upon his arrival. 


Few Paupers 3orn in America, | 


Just tostart the ballrolling, I want to quote 
some statistics furnished by John W. Keller, 
who was at the head of public charities of 
New York during the last Tammany régime. 
He prepared a table showing that the ad- 
missions to the almhouse on Blackwell's 
island durfng the year 1900 aggregated 2,936. 


Out of this list of official paupers only 554 


were born in the United States. This leaves 
a total of 2,382 who were of alien birth. This 
proportion seems to hold good in almost all 
the charitable institutions. The American 
born seldom becomes a public pauper. 

Hence we find that in New York City tn one 
year there were four times as many for- 
eigners as there were natives being fed at the 
public expense on the famous island. When 
one digs into the nativity of these alien 
paupers a remarkable result is obtained, 
which does not back up the statements that 
the class of people who are now coming from 
southeastern Europe furnish a large per- 
centage of the people who become charges. 
On Blackwell's island there was the extraor- 
dinary number of 1,617 Irish, 374 from Ger-

EXAGGERATION ANNOYS RUSSIA. 


St. Petersburg Displeased at Overzeal- 
ousness of Would-Be Friends in 
Proclaiming Victories.

BLOCKADE IS DEFIN ED. 


Articles Considered Contraband 
‘Enumerated and Power to 
Seize Is Claimed. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb, 28.—Rules of war 
were published officially tonight. Afi august 
decree had been referred to the ruling senate 
by the ministry of justice for the laying 
down of the rules which Russia intends to 
follow during the, war. with Japan... The 
original draft of these rules was indorsed by 
the czar with the words “It must be so.” 
The rules are: 

“ Rule 1, Japanese subjects will be allowed 
during the war to remain in Russia under the 
protection of the law and will be permitted 
to pursue peaceful occupations. Japanese 
living in the east under the jurisdiction of 
the viceroy are excepted. 3 : 

“Rule 2. Japanese merchantmen which 
were in Russian ports when war was de- 
clared will be permitted to remain there, 
but they must leave when they have loaded 
their cargoes, which must not include con- 
traband of war. Sufficient time will be al- 
lowed for loading, but in any case these 
vessels will be allowed not more than forty- 
eight hours after the publication of this 
proclamation. 


Neutrals Allowed to Trade. 
“Rule 3. Subjects of neutral states will 
be allowed to carry on business uninterrupt- 
edly with Russian ports and towns, provid-

In regard to’ neutral trade the 
following points must be observed: (a) The 
flag covers the cargo for a belligerent ex- 
cepting contraband of war. (b) Neutral 
goods under the enemy’s flag, except contra- 
band of-war, are not subject to confisca- 
tion. (c) Blockades to be obligatory must be 
effective—that is, they must by sufficient 
force cut off approach to the enemy’s terri- 


tory. 
Contraband Is Defined. 


“Rule 6. The following will be regarded 
as contraband of war: 

“ (A) Every kind of small arm and guns, 
complete or in separate parts, and armor. 

“‘(B) Parts of firearms and ammunition, 
fuses, shells, and bullets. 

“(C) Caps, cartridges, cartridge cases, 
powder, saltpeter, sulphur, explosives, or 
materials for purpose of explosion, such as 
mines, dynamite, pyroxilin, various explo- 
sive su@stances, conductors, and everything 
for exploding mines. 

“ (D) Everything appertaining to artillery, 
engineering, and troop trains, such as gun 
carriages, limbers, cartridges, ammunition 
boxes, field smithies, fleld kitchens. instru- 
ment wagons, pontoons, bridges, tresties, 
wire, horse harness for transport 
service, etc. 

**(E) Material for equipment and clothing 
of troops, such as bandoliers, knapsacks, 
sword belts, culrasses, entrenching tools, 
drums, field kettles, saddles, harness, uni- 
forms, tents, etc. 

“(F) Ships bound for the enemy’s ports, 
even if sailing under a néutral commercial 
fiag, if their construction and internal ar- 
rangements or any other indication makes 
it apparent that they have been built for 
warlike purposes or are for sale or destined 
to be handed: over to the enemy on reach- 
ing their desination. 

*““(G) Every kind of ships’ machinery or 
bollers, mounted or in parts. ’ 

‘“‘(H) Every kind of fuel, such as coal, 


*“(I) Telegraph and telephone materials, 

“(K) Everything intended for warfare on 
land or on sea; also rice, foodstuffs, horses, 
beasts of burden, and any other animal in- 
tended for war purposes if they are sent at, 
the_enemy’s cost or order. : 


Claims Right of Seizure. 

‘“‘Rule 7. Neutral states are forbidden to 
transport the enemy’s troops, to carry let- 
ters or dispatches for the enemy, or to place 
transports or warships at the enemy’s dis- 
posal. Neutral ships with contraband of 
war of any sort can, according to circum- 


confiscated. 

‘‘Rule 8. The imperial government re- 
serves the right to depart from the above 
decisions with regard to a neutral or a hos- 
tile power which for its part does not observe 
them, and in any given case to make its regu- 
lations suit special circumstances.”’ 


New- Destroyers Needed. 

Serious consideration also is being given 
to the feasibility of spending about $5,000,0Uv 
on torpedo boat destroyers to be sent in sec- 
tions to Vladivostok and Port Arthur. Three 
hundred mechanics and dockyard artificers 
were sent to the far east last week, and ex- 
perts declare that the boats could be built, 
sent, and fitted out there in eight months. 


Te Deum Was Never Sung. 

An interesting incident occurred on the 
day the news was received of the sinking of 
the four steamers with which the Japanese 
sought to block the entrance to the harbor 
of Port Arthur. 

The original report was to the effect that 
four battleships and two transports had 
been sunk, and this created so much enthu- 
siasm that a session of the council of the 
empire immediately ordered a Te Deum. | 

A member of the council, just from the 
winter palace, burst into the session and 
said: ‘“*Gentlemen, countermand the order. 
Only four old steamers were sunk. The em- 
peror does not wish a thanksgiving service 
to be held.” 


JAPANESE SHELLS DID DAMAGE. 


Commissary Stores and Coal Piles Ig- 
nited and Dam to New Naval 
Dock Destroyed.

CHEFOO, Feb29.—During the attack on

TOGO A CLEVER FIGHTER 


JAPANESE ADMIRAL SHOWS HIM- 
SELF MASTER OF STRATEGY. 


Has Used His Fleet with Greatest 
Amount of Effectiveness with Least 
Chance of Loss—Personnel of His 
Service Has Been of Great Assist- 
ance to Him—Application of Light- 
est Crafts in Offensive Operations a 
Decided Novelty. 


TOKIO, Feb. 28.—Lack of details of forma- 
tions, firing ranges, and evolutions prevents 
a full understanding. and appreciation of 
Admiral Togo’s tactics. He seems to be en- 
deavoring to accomplish the maximum de- 
struction with the minimum of exposure. He 
is carefully balancing those considerations 
and relying upon superior mobility, marks- 
manship, and ammunition. At the outset the 
equality of naval strength—the probable ne- 
cessity of fighting the Russians under the 
batteries of Port Arthur—made extreme cau- 
tion essential. The loss of a few ships en- 
dangered the ultimate success of the Japanese 
army, hence the brevity of the engagement 
of Feb. 9, and the avoidance of the engage- 
ment of the fortress. The same tactics were 
followed in Thursday’s engagement and bom- 
bardment, 

Novel Methods Effective. 


These dashes, brief battles, speedy with- 
drawals are a novelty in naval warfare which 
warrant the consideration of strategists. Ad- 
miral Togo’s reliance particularly on gunnery 
is fully warranted by his gunners clearly out- 
shooting the Russians. : 

He constantly fought at long range, pun- 
ishing the enemy severely and escaping with- 
out serious damage himself. The personnel 
of his forces is shown in another way by the 
superiority of the officers, and men who are 
anxious to undertake hazardous duty. 

‘Togo’s ships are apparently in better con- 


dition than the Russian vessels. The heavy 


scoring of the torpedo craft is one of the 
surprises of the war so far. Foreign naval 
experts say, however, that making every al- 
lowance for the daring, skill, and persistency 
of the Japanese, the Russians are largely to 
blame for a lack of watchfulness and poor 
marksmanship. 

As the campaign progresses it seems that 
the chances are growing slimmer for a great 


fieets of modern battleships which the world 
has long awaited. 


Port Arthur Appears Doomed. 


It is believed here that the Russians lack 
the strength to assume the offensive and that 
they will probably stick to Port Arthur dog- 
gedly to await a sea and land investment. 
Whoever wins the war, Port Arthur will cease 
to be an important base. The fortifications 
probably will be dismantled, as they are small 
and cramped, and however many guns are 
defending it it is thought they are incapable 
of insuring protection. It is estimated that 
the Russians have 200 guns mounted at Port 
Arthur. 

In regard to the opening of Wiju, for which 
United States Minister Allen has long been 
pressing, it has been decided to await the 
formal announcement of the Japanese, whose 
influence is now dominant in Corea. 


Gives Glory to. Novik. 
LONDON, Feb. 29.—A Russian  corre- 
spondent at Port Arthur, cabling under yes- 
terday’s date, describes the combat between 
the Russian cruiser Novik and the Japanese 
squadron following the attempt of the Jap- 
anese to bottle up the Russian fleet in Port 
Arthur Feb. 24 as follows: S 
“The Novik impetuously bearing down on 
the squadron of the enemy, was observed to 
fire on the Japanese flagship, and it then im- 
mediately opened fire with all its batteries. 
The Japanese answered with a running fire. 
“The guns of our squadron thundered and 
the batteries of the forts roared. The battle 
had begun. 

Guns Belch Solid Shot. 


“The Novik, going at full speed, did not 
give the enemy a™chance to aim, but flew 
by, its bow guns belching forth solid shot. 
Then, turning at full speed, it showered him 
with shells from its stern batteries. 

** The officers remained cool and calm. The 
firing proceeded without the least confusion 
and was seasoned with that humor which 
never deserts a Russian even in moments of 
terrible danger. With the accompaniment 
of the whistling of shells were heard the 
witty remarks of the gunners.

BARON HAYASHI TELLS WHY CEN- 
SORSHIP IS SO STRICT. 


Least Hint to Russia of Plans Might 
Mean Defeat—First Blows Must Be 
Struck by Mikado’s Forces or the 
War Will Mean Ruin—Government 
Compelled to Risk IN-Will of News- 
papers to Carry Out Higher Pur- 
pose. 


LONDON, Feb. 28.—In reference to the 
severity of the censorship exercised by the 
Japanese government over the news dis-. 
patches of foreign correspondents, Baron 
Hayashi, the: Japanese minister to Great. 
Britain, said today: 

“I have had numerous representations 
from English and other newspapers upon | 
this subject, but I believe that our position 
in the case is not only right, but will be ad- 
mitted to be such by those who look carefully 
into the circumstances. 

* We are fighting against numerical odds 
which are quite out of proportion to the 
odds against any combatant in recent wars. 
We are fighting for our existence, and our 
| only hope of maintaining it is tostrike swift- 
ly and secretly at the beginning. 


First Blow Is Vital. 


‘To get in the first blows means more to us 
than, I think, it has ever meant to any bel- 
ligerent, and to insure this it is vital for us 
to demand a degree of secrecy which had 
not been necessary in any recent warfare. 
Even at the risk of alienating temporarily 
the friendship of the press of the world we 
must prevent even a whisper of our real 
intentions reaching our powerful enemy, 

‘* Before war was declared I knew that our 
military authorities had decided that our 
censorship must be more rigid thafi ever be- 
fore attempted. One line would have ruined 
our first-attack on Port Arthur—one line 
might ruin our projected land operations. 

“When we fought China we gave the war 
correspondents free latitude, and in many 
cases they took advantage of this to predict 
our future movements. That did not matter 
much when China was our enemy, but, 
against a power like Russia, so immensely 
superior in eventual resource, it might turn 
the scale. When you fight for life everything 
else becomes of minor importance. 


Rigor May Be Abated. - 

“I cannot believe that Japan will lose 
friends in the world because she has been 
obliged to impose such a careful censorship. 
I do not think the present rigor of this censor- 
ship will be continued long, but momentarily 
the’ conditions of the-campaign make even 
insignificant movements clews towards our 
main naval and military objectives. When 
our preliminary operations are complete, I 
have no doubt the censorship will be relaxed. 

** Our own press and people are undergoing 
the same regimen. There is no discrimina- 
~tion, and I think you will find as much if 
not more news of the war from the Japanese 
side in the New York and London papers 
as you will in the leading Japanese organs.” 

Baron Hayashi does not expect that his 
government will issue any proclamation of 
the blockade of Port Arthur until the Jap- 
anese are able to cut the communications by 
which food supplies now reach that place. 
He points out that Newchwang is practical- 
ly blockaded by the ice. When the ice breaks 
up, and if the naval necessity still exists, the 
minister says that Japan probably will issue 
a blockade proclamation. 

It does not look as if there will be any 
immediate serious land action, but it appears 
possible that Vice Admiral Togo may make 
another attempt to bottle up Port Arthur 
by sinking across the channel one of the 
old Chinese battleships captured during the 
war between Japan and China. |

Japs Endured Many Trials. 

CHEEFOO, Feb. 28.—The Japanese sail- 
ors who arrived here on Saturday are from 
the Jinsen Maru and the Bushiu, two of the 
five merchant vessels with which Admiral 
Togo attempted to block the entrance to Port 
Arthur on the morning of the 24th. Lieut, 
Saito commanded the Jinsen Maru and Lieut. 
Tarisaki the Bushiu. Each steamer was 
manned by thirty men, twenty-nine of whom 
are here. 

One man of Lieut. Saito’s command was 
killed while lowering a boat on the Jinsen 
Maru. Lieut. Saito stated that they got so 
close to the Retzivan that, had they been 
armed with rifles, they could have fired into 
the crew. 


One Sailor Is Lost. 

When it was found that the scheme was a 
failure, they dropped anchor and the crews 
crowded into the remaining boats. They 
then blew up the steamers. A strong wind 
and the glare of the lights prevented the 
men from reaching the torpedo flotilla, and at 
daylight they were out of sight of the fleet, 
having been driven in an easterly direction 
by the wind tothe Miaotao islands, which 
they reached the same evening.

BEATS TANNER’S $1,000,000 


Expenses of Institutions Under

Springfield, Ill., Feb. 28.—[Special.J—Yates’ 
campaign book, “‘ The Truth About the Gov- 
ernor,’’ now being circulated at the expense 
of the state, omits mentioning a few impor-

In the meantime the state treasury is so 
nearly empty it is doubtful if there will be 
money enough to meet current obligations 
until the new taxes come in. There would

Grave Scandal Threatened. 


Some time ago the office was threatened 
with a grave scandal. The Supreme court 
had decided that the act taxing foreign in- 
surance companies 2 per cent on the business 
done in Illinois in cities and towns where 
there were no fire departments to devote it 


to was unconstitutional, and the insurance 


companies took measures to get their money 
back. 

Of the $498,313 paid in by these companies 
$318,313 had been paid into the state treasury 
and $180,000 still remained in the hands of 
Henry Yates, the insurance commissioner. 
The companies filed claims before the Court 
of Claims for a return of the money in the 
treasury and brought suit in the Circuit 
court for the $180,000 the commissioner held. 
The case hung on the suit against Henry 
Yates, as, if the Supreme court decided 
against him, the Court of Claims would 
naturally follow its decision. 

Fred A. Rowe, attorney for the insurance 
department, chairman of the state commit- 
tee, and political adviser of the governor, 
defended the suit in the Circuit court and 
lost it. Judge Creighton, in deciding against 
the commissioner, intimated that he was 
sorry to be obliged to do so, but there was no 
help for it under the conditions presented in 


the pleadings. 
Hamlin Saves the Day. 


When the case got to the Supreme court 
it was still in the same shape, and it looked 
as if the state would lose the entire $500,000, 
until at the last moment Attorney General 
Hamlin stepped in. He was not a party to 
the case, but he asked the leave to intervene 
and it was granted. He declared the ab- 
stracts and briefs furnished by the attorneys 
for the insurance department “ faulty, inade- 
quate, and wholly insufficient.” He asserted 
that evidence material to the case was not 
presented and intimated broadly that if the 
attorneys for the department had wanted te 
lose the case they could not have gone about 
it better... 

He obtained the permission of the court 
to amend the abstracts so as to show that 
the money paid by the insurance compantes 
had been paid voluntarily, and set up tHe plea 
that such voluntary contributions could not 
afterwards be recovered back even if the 
law providing for them was faulty. The Su- 
preme court followed his argument and de- 
cided against the companies. The. points 
made by the attorneys for the department 
were never even mentiond in the decision, 
although there were rumors at the time that 
Justice Boggs had prepared an opinion re- 
tlecting on the department which was after- 
wards suppressed.

Money Spent on Militia. 


In addition to the increased expenditures 
for the national guard for ordinary expenses, 
with nothing to show for it, Gov. Yates last 
year spent $150,000 for new tents, blankets, 
etc., in spite of the fact that just four years 
ago $175,000 was spent for the same purpose. 
The blankets are reported as being largely 
not needed. The expenses of the state en- 
campments were also increased on account of 
their being made so much of a social func- 
tion. The cost of carriages and horses out- 
side of strictly military uses is reported as 
$10,000 a year. Among the charitable insti- 
tutions the largest increase in cost has been 
at Kankakee, where Senator Len Small is 
trustee in defiance of the constitution and 
conducts the insane asylum in the interest 
of the governor and incidentally his own 
nomination for state treasurer. For ordinary 
expenses, outside of improvements, the in- 
crease there has been $68,000. 

The trebling of the cost of the free employ- 
ment agencies has allowed the employment 
of more Yates adherents in Chicago, the cost 
of the one at Peoria not being figured in the 
totals. The $3,000 spent annually for the 
agency there goes mostly to a newspaper pro- 
prietor. 


Health Board Costs More. 


The powers of the state board of health 
in @ political way at least have been in- 
creased by allowing the secretary to appoint 
deputies to make “ sanitary investigations,”’ 
running the cost from $9,500 up to $49,360. 
Dr. James A. Egan, the secretary, is ex- 
tremely active these days in this direction. 
His bill for sanitary imspection for De- 
cember was $1,109, and for last month $1,100. 

The fish commission has grown amazing- 


ly. Last year $5,000 was spent for the main- 


tenance of the fish boat, a boat which cost

At the start some men who were 
not devoted to the governor were appointed, 
but they ‘were soon weeded out, and now 
none but men faithful to the governor are 
on guard. It is reported, however, that in 
spite of their devotion to the cause they are 
still forced to contribute to the “slush 
fund,’’ the charge being $10 from each ordi- 
nary warden and $50 from the ten super- 
visors.

Think This the Best Way to Check

Delegation to National Convention—

Developments in the situation have re- 
vived the talk among democrats of Mayor 
Harrison as the “‘ favorite son” of Lilinois 
for president.

He was tail and dark, with piercing eyes and 
a refined manner. He was lame.”’ 

One week ago last Friday a tall, dark man, — 
with piercing eyes and lame, applied for a 
room at the flat of Clarence A. Haun, 1782 
Fulton street, giving the name of Nordensen. 
think he was in trouble,” said Mrs. Haun, 
‘*for he appeared nervous and often spoke 
of the hardships of married life.

THINK VICTIM WAS SLAIN 


POLICE SECURE BODY OF MAN 
MISSING FOR WEEKS. 


Found in Drainage Canal at Lockport 
and Identified as “That of James 
Elick, Northwestern Conductor, 
Who Was Lost from Train—Marshal 
Says Mark on Head Indicates He 
Was Struck, Probably by Tramps — 
Money Gone, | 


After police, employers, and friends had 
searched for him in vain for weeks the body 
of James Elick, a Northwestern railway 
freight conductor, was found in the drain- 
-age canal yesterday. There was a deep gash 
in the forehead and all his money except a 
little change was gone. The police believe 
Elick was attacked on his train by tramps, 
killed, robbed, and his body thrown from 
the cars while crossing the canal. It is pos- 
sible, detectives say, that the conductor was 
the victim of an accident, but his friends 
declare he was too. careful a man to fall 
from the train. 


Find Body Below Dam. 

- Joseph Rott, operator of the bear trap dam 
at Lockport, with Thomas Connelly and Otto 
‘Hartmen, engineers, saw the body as it float- 
ed over the dam. It quickly was recovered, 
and Marshal E. J. Coen of the sanitary Gis- 
trict p@lice was notified. He had the remains 
removed to an undertaking establishment 
at Lockport, where the clothing was searched 
and the identity established. The coat was 
gone and the wounds and absence of money 
strengthened the murder theory. . 

Elick took charge of a stock train one 
night two months ago and@ left the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad yards on the Ga- 
lena (Ill.) division. At the time he disap- 
peared it was believed he had considerable 
money, collected on the trip. It was thought 
then he had been thrown from the train be- 
fore it crossed the drainage canal at the 
byidge near Campbell avenue. He was seen 
to leave the caboose of the train before it 
went over the canal, and when the cars were 
/ stopped at the Campbell avenue station he 
could not be found, 

No trace of his body could be discovered 
and thousands of dollars was spent by the 
railroad company in the search. Finally/a 
reward of $500 was offered by Lodge 293 of 
the Association of Railway Conductors for 
any trace of the missing man, but until yes- 
terday the search was without results. 


Declares Man Was Murdered. 


Marshal Coen of the sanitary district took 
charge of the case. 

“There can be no mistake in identifica- 
tion,”” he said. ‘‘ Train orders and other 
papers are convincing. i belleve the man 
was murdered, and he must have been struck 
on the head before death. These trains are 
infested with tramps, and it is probable one 
of them killed him. 

‘‘Elick was in the habit «f carrying con- 
siderable money, but only g few pieces of 
change were found in his pockets. His 
friends among the railroad men say he was 
too careful to fall from a train.”’ 

Supt. Braden and Special Agent Riley of 
the railroad advanced the theory of murder 
immediately after the man’s disappearance, 
and they will continue their investigations 
after the coroner's inquest, to be held in 
Lockport today. 

The dam where the body was recovered 
is twenty-eight miles from where it is be- 
lieved Elick met his death. It is thought 
the remains had been frozén in the ice and 
thus kept fro eing discovered before. 


WALKS FROM NEW YORK 
SEEKING HIS RELATIVES. 


Polander, Lately from Native Land Has 
Lost the South Chicago Address of 
His: Father and Brother. 


Twenty-eight days were consumed Sy John

Archer Avenue Trolley Runs Into Mis- 
placed Rail at Pitney Court, Motor- 
man Failing to See Danger Because

One man was killed and several other pas-

. SLEEP FOR FIFTEEN YEARS. 


Albert Herpin Reires Regularly, but 
Never Closes His Eyes—Health Good 
and He Is Happy Without Slumber. 


Trenton, N, J., Feb. 28.—[Special.]—Albert 
Herpin, born in France in 1863, and for fifteen 
years a resident in this city, declares he has 
not slept a wink during the last ten years and 
his eyes were seldom closed in slumber for 
several years preceding. He is in perfect 
health and does not seem to suffer any dis- 
comfort from his remarkable condition. 

He goes to bed regularly, but says he never 
closes his eyes, or at least never for an in- 
stant loses consciousness of all that is going 
on about him. In the morning he arises re- 
freshed and ready for another day's work. 
He deciares a change of position and darkness 


quires. 
The man’s story is sustained by physicians 
who have examined him and who ‘have 
treated him in a vain effort to afford him re- 
lief. In telling his story today Mr. Herpin 
said: 
“I go home at night. I do not sleep, how- 
ever, and merely lie down for the bodily rest 
it gives. In the morning I arise about 4 or 5 
o'clock almost as much refreshed as if I had 
slept throughout the night. I have been to 
hospitals where they attempted to drug me 
in order to produce sleep, but I would not 
undergo that sort of treatment. I have given 
up any idea of sleeping for the rest of my 
life. In fact, 1 am so-used to it that I think 
no more about the matter. I have heard of 
people going insane when troubled with in- 
somnia, but I never will, as I am well and 
hearty and can eat three meals a day every 
day in the week.”

report, which shows that there were exactly 
nineteen Italians—fifteen males and four fe- 
males—admitted to the almshouse on Black- 
well’s island during the entire year of 1900. 

I leave it to more accomplished statisticians 
to explain why there is such an extraordinary 
number of Irish in the almshouse in New 
York, and why there were nearly twenty 
times as many Germans as Italians, if it be 
true that the immigration from southeastern 
Europe is filling our jails and charitable in- 
stitutions. 

Throughout all these New York institutions 
one finds the same general ratio. Ninety- 
seven people were admitted to the blind 
asylum in 1900, and of these only one was 
an Italian, although that nationality is sup- 
posed to have been afflicted toa considerable 
extent with eye troubles before their arrival 


here. 
Indiana Criminals American Born. 


There was only one Dtalian out of thirty 
persons admitted to the incurable asylum 
in New York during the same year. 
were eleven from Ireland, the same number 
from the United States, and four from Ger- 
many. Statistician Johnson of Indiana has 
thrown a curious Mght on this problem of 
whether our modern immigrants b me 
criminals or not in his report for the year 
1902, in which he says: 

“A great majority of Indfana evildoers 
who find thelr way eventually to the state 
prison and reformatory are American born. 
In the state prison, out of 751 convicts, 531 
are white Americans, 122 American born 
nesroes, 48 Irish, 27 Germans, 7 English, 4 
French, 3 Scotch, 1 Welsh, 1 Russian, 1 Pole, 
and 1 Belgtan.”’ 

This is an unexpected bit of official infor- 
mation, because there is not a single Italian 
in the list of penitentiary persons, although 
the ‘‘ Dagoes’”’ are reputed to be unusually 
handy with the knife, and are supposed to 
be in trouble with the police at frequent in- 

s. There are plenty of Italians in In- 
diana, too, and the figures in this interior 
state seem to be largely like those one ob- 
tains on the seaboard, regarding immunity 
from arrest and from detention as paupers 
or sick of the Italians and the other races 
from southeastern Europe.

DEFENDS ELLIS ISLAND REGIME 


Report of Special Commission Sustains 
Authorities, but Makes Recom- 
mendations for Improvement. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 28.—The report of 
the special commission appointed by the 

resident last September to investigate con- 

tions at the Ellis island immigration sta- 
tion, New York, was made public today and 
finds the charges of neglect and ill treatment 
of immigrants not well sustained. Building 
accommodations are found to be insufficient, 
and there is declared to be room for sanitary 
improvement, although progre&’s is noted 
along this line. 

The commission finds there has been no 
improper detention, that complaints about 
the methods of the board of special inquiry 
are not sustained, that there was no animus 
against immigration by the commissioner of 
immigration, that the immigrant is not treat- 
ed unkindly but is shown every reasonable 
consideration, that he is well fed, reasonably 
well housed, and well cared for in the hos- 
pital when he is sick—all without expense 
to himself. 

The commission recommends that aliens 
who are charged as coming under the con- 
tract labor law be held until ihe proceedings 
against them shall be concluded; that the 
commissioner of immigration be given au- 
thority to hear appeals from the boards of 
special inquiry; that an immigration in- 
spector be appointed for service at each port 
of departure; that after the expiration of 
the present contract a United States officer 
be given charge of the exchange of foreign 
money at Ellis island; that diseased im- 
migrants be treated at their own expense in 
private hospitals if they desire; that an ade- 
quate hospital building be substituted; that 
the main building be enlarged, 

Of the 631, aliens who a ed at Ellis 
island for inspection during /|the last fiscal 
year, 6,839 were excluded and returned to 
Europe at the expense of tke companies 
bringing them here.

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CRIES OUT FOR HIS RACE 


BOOKER T. WASHINGTON PROTESTS 


AGAINST BURNING OF NEGROES. 


Declares That Within Lagt Few Weeks 
Three Blacks Were Burned and That 
Not One s Guilty of Abuse of 
White the Lynchings 
Took Place Within Sight of Churches 
Where Collections Are Taken Up to 
Send Missionaries to Africa. 


Birmingham, Ala., Feb. 28.—[ Special. J— 
Aroused by the burning of three members 
of his race on charges other than assault of 
white women, Booker -T. Washington has 
written a letter protesting against the in- 
justice to the negro. It is as follows: 

*‘ Within the las fortnight three members 
of my race have been burned at the stake; of 
these one was a woman. Not one af the three 
was charged with any crime even remotely: 


connected with the abuse of a white woman. 


In every — murder was the sole accusa- 
tion. All of these burnings took place in 
broad daylight, and two of them occurred on 
Sunday afternoon in sight of a Christian 
church. 


“ These burnings without trial are in thie 
deepest sense unjust to my racé; but it is 
not this injustice alone which stirs my 
heart. These barbarous scenes, followed as 
they are, by the publication of the shocking 
details, are more disgraceful and degrading 
to the people who inflict punishment than 
to those who receive it. 

“ If the law is disregarded when a negro is 
concerned it will soon be disregarded when 
a white man is concerned, and, besides, the 
rule of the mob destroys the friendly rela- 
tions which should exist between the races, 
and injures and interferes with the material 
prosperity of the communities concerned. 

* Worst of all, these outrages take place in 
communities where there are Christian 
churches; in the midst of people who have 
their Sunday schools, their Christian En- 
deavor societies, and Young Men’s Christian 
associations; where collections are taken up 
for sending missionaries to Africa and 
China and the rest of the so-called heathen 
world. 

‘Is it not possible for pulpit and press to 
speak out against these burnings in a man- 
ner that shall arouse a public sentiment that 
will compel the mob to cease insulting our 
courts, our government, and our legal au- 
thority, cease bringing shame and ridicule 
upon our Christian civilization?

The report is anything but encouraging for

low fever are quite common. 

These unfavorable conditions can be im- 
proved, accérding to Surgeon Perry. The 
island on which Colon its situated is only a 
few feet above the level of the sea, and may 
be @ivided into two portions. That occu- 
pled by the buildings of the Panama Rail- 
road and Canal company comprises a 
narrow strip along the shores of the bay, 
and has been filled in so this section is dry. 
The rest of the island, a portion of which is 
occupied by the town proper, is low and 
swampy, the houses being built in a swamp 
which is covered with water during the 
rainy season.

DEALERS IN CIGARS ALL OVER AP- 
PEALING TO CONGRESS. 


In Opposing Government Labeis on 
Boxes of Imported Goods They Say, 
“Let Them Sell Upon Their Merits’— 

* Chieago Men Receive News Congress 
Will Comply—Declared Trast Con-. 
trols Havana ~ Output — Asserted 
Brand Makes False Vaines, 


The fight against the **red stamp ” which 
the government places on boxes of imported 
cigars is assuming national proportions. — 
From Maine to California the telegrams are 
pouring into Washington with the cry, ‘ Let 
the goods sell upon their merits.”’ 

The ruling of the internal revenue c m- 
missioners that the label must be piaced 
on every box of imported cigars is declared 
to result in discrimination against domestic 
manufacturers. ‘ 


Chance for Victory: Pleases. 
Chicago manufacturers and dealers are 
elated over news from Washington that 
congress probably will grant their plea and 
prohibit further marking of imported goods. 
Joseph Friedman, 14 Dearborn street, vice 
president of the National Tobacco Leaf 


would go before Commissioner Yrkes and 
be sent to the secretary of the treasury. 

*T have no doubt of the result,’’ said Mr. 
Friedman. ‘* This fight has been waged 
intermittently for years, and I believe we 
are near success at last.

Declares Law Is Unjust. 


“The law causes injustice. to American 
manufacturers,’’ said W.F. Monroe. ‘‘ The 
stamp seems to put the seal of the govern- 
ment upon the quality of the cigar, and 
not upon the mere fact that it has been 
brought from Cuba. The cigars may be 
of an inferior grade, though one seeing the 
stamp would suppose he was getting the 
best of goods. Many persons think an im- 
ported article is much superior to a domes- 
tic article. They see the box marked ‘ Ha- 
vana’ on the counter where the dealer al- 
ways takes pains to place it, and the pur- 
chase follows.” 

‘The goods may be wile into cigars in 
Havana and sent here stamped,” said Will- 
jam Best, ‘“‘or they may be made in the 
United States out of the leaf tobacco, but | 
the Havana stamp places a fictitious and 
unjust value upon the first lot. 

‘The trust controls 80 per cent of the 
output of Havana. 
lowered the price of cigars to the dealers 
about 20 per cent, but the retail price of 
none of the popular brands has been re- 
duced.”’ 

Most of Profits for Trust. 


“We are in this fight to the finish,’’ said 
M. W. Diffley. ‘“‘ The government does not 
require a custom house stamp on tobacco, or 
on anything but cigars, and the fact that the 
profits nearly all go to one concern makes 
the ruling significant. 

“If a concern has a house in Cuba making 
the cigars and another in this country retail- 
ing them, it is easy to cheat the government. 
The concern in Havana can place a false 
value on the cigars, and lower the duty 50 
per cent. When the product is in the hands 
of the marketer any price may be set upon 
them. It is unfair, and I believe, we can 
stop it.”

The success of the prosecu- 
tions in this case ag compared with previous expe- | 
riences ih prosecuting government officials who 
have been guilty of malfeasance or misfeasance is 
as noteworthy as it is gratifying, and must be a 
source of encouragement to all men who believe 
in decency and honesty In public life. What has 
been accomplished by you, by those who have 
worked under you in your; department, and by the 
department of justice redougds to the credit of our 
whole people, and is a signal triumph for the 
cause of popular government. If corruption goes 
unpunished in popular gévernment shen govern- 
ment by the people will ultimately fail; and they 
are the best friends of the people who make it 
evident that whoever in public office, or in connec- 
tion with public office, sins against the funda- 
mental laws of civic and social well being will 
be punished with unsparing rigor.

INSIDIOUS AND INSINCERE. 

‘The officers of the City railway company 
are touched by the complaints of bad serv- 
ice made by the users of the Indiana avenue 
street car line. They say that if the city 
will permit the temporary stringing of over- 
head trolley wires in Wabash avenue, north 
of Eighteenth, a number of new cars will be 
put on Indiana avenue and better time will 
be made. The officials, also say that if al- 
lowed to do this they will be willing to start 
at once on a new $4,000,090 power plant, 
whose construction and equipment will take 
three years. They are willing also to make 
temporary additions to existing plants to 
provide the additional power which will be 
needed until the new plant fs in working 
order. 

Behold and admire the obligingness and 
trustfulness of the company. If given a 
temporary revokable grant of the right to 
string wirés on a part of Wabash avenue 
it will let a $4,000,000 contract for a plant 
which it will be unable to use if the city 
shall finally refuse to extend its privileges. 
Up to this time it has shown no desire to im- 
prove its service. It has displayed no signs 
of confidence in the municipality on whose 
grants it has to depend for existence. 

Sudden conversions of this kind are not 
to be accepted blindly as genuine. What is 
the company’s real object? It seeks to im- 
prove its service a little on one line, as it can 
‘do if given permission to string wires on 
Wabash avenue, and thus allay slightly 
popular discontent, and at the same time: 
make more money. If permission is re- 
fused the company will say to its patrons 
that it tried to do something for them but 
the city. authorities stood in the way. 

The chief object is to defer a permanent 
settlement with the city, a settlement which 
will involve the payment of adequate com- 
pensation. The company is more than will- 
ing to postpone the making of a final definite 
agreement until it shall have completed, or 
nearly completed, its new plant and is in 
shape to give decent service. It would 
plead, then, that the city had allowed it to 
go ahead and make heavy investments, was 
in honor bound not to take unfair advantage 
of the situation, and should give the com- 
pany a twenty years’ extersion on “ just 
terms,” meaning without compensation. 

Why does not the traction company deal 
fairly and honestly with the city? Why 
does not it seek to get a permanent agree- 
ment instead of asking for temporary rev- 


locable grants? Because it is measurably 


satisfied with the present state of things. 
It is paying 9 per cent dividends to stock- 
holders and will continue to pay them so 
long as it keeps on running cars and pays 
nothing to the municipality out of its gross 
receipts. If the council were to refuse to 
extend temporarily the privileges of the 
company, unless it agreed to pay the city a 


| decent proportion of its earnings during 
that period, it would be in more haste to 


close negotiations. 

The traction company, which is fighting 
for time, is trying to éntrap and tangle up 
the city, which should reject its dangerous 
overtures. If the company wishes to im- 
prove the Indiana avenue service in the 
manner indicated it will consent to pay the 
city 1 cent out of every five it receives and 
get a twenty year extension. Then it will 
be given permission to string wires in Wa- 
bash avenue pending the construction of 
the underground trolley. 


“THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS.” 

The ratification of the canal treaty ex- 
tends the jurisdiction of the United States 
over new ferritory. From this time on it is 
supreme in the “ canal zone.” It must pro- 
vide for the maintenance of order and the 
administration of justice in the narrow strip 
of land running from one ocean tothe other. 
During the construction of the canal that 
strip will have many inhabitants and will 
have to be carefully policed. 

Senator Kittredge of the interoceanic 
canal committee has drafted a bill creating 
“the Panama board of governors.” The 
three men composing it are to be charged 
with the duty of enforcing order, protecting 
the canal, railroad, and other property of 
the United States, preserving health, and 
promoting morals and education. The board 
must maintain an adequate police force, 
and that it may have the means do so is 
empowered to levy and collect taxes. The 
acts of the three governors are subject to 
revision and disapproval by the president 


as regards some matters, and by congress as 


regards others. But with all the limitations 
imposed on them they will have consider- 
able legislative and executive power—al] 
the power that good men will need to govern 
a little territory decently, providing for the 
sanitation of Colon and Panama, and keep- 
ing order among the workers on the canal, 
some of whom will be a rough'lot. 

This bill, or one like it, will have to be 
passed by congress before the work of dig- 
ging the cana] begins. 


ARBITRATION TREATIES. 

It is reported from Paris and from Wash- 
ington that the French and American gov- 
ernments are considering the negotiation of 
an arbitration treaty... Word comes from 
Washington that it’is not likely that defin- 
ite action will be taken in that direction 
until it shall become reasonably certain that: 
the senate will ratify a treaty if submitted 
to it. Mr. Olney and Lord Pauncefote 
worked out an arbitration treaty between 
Great Britain and the United States which 
the senate would have nothing to do with, 
The conclusion drawn from that by some is 
that wo treaty of the kind will command 
the necessary two-thirds vote in the senate. 

Probably the Olney treaty would have 
fared better if there had not been so many 
digpnted questions between this country 

d Great Britain and the strong probability 
that other questions would arise. The sit- 
uation is altogether different as regards 
France. It has had no controversies with 
the United States for more than a third of 
a cen , and it is difficult at this moment 
to thigh of a question which is likely to lead 
to a erence of opinion between the two 
friendly, nations. Consequently it does not 
seem as if an arbitration treaty would be of 
much value. Because of that fact it is 
hardly probable that the senate would see 
any danger In one.

France; but a commercial treaty is the one 
of all others which the senate will not act 
favorably on. It had an opportunity four 
years ago to ratify such a treaty, which 
‘would have been of singular value to Amer- 
ican producers, both farmers and manu- 
facturers, but it was shelved because the 
friends in the senate of one or two petty 
and highly protected interests which would 
have less, though adequate, protection un- 
der the treaty so willed it. 

The United States can get along quite well 
without arbitration treaties, though occa- 
sions may arise where they will be useful, 
but it would be much benefited by some com- 
mercial or reciprocity treaties which foreign 
governments are quite willing to negotiate 
but which the senate will not ratify.

The turbulent 
workingman, it seems, has been particularly 
turbulent during the last four years and 
has contrived to raise his wager about 28 
per cent. This is admitted by Ald. Snow’s 
committee. The workingmen mentioned 
in that committe®’s report are, indeed, 28 
per cent better off, so far as income is con- 
cerned, than they were four years ago. But 
it is also admitted by Ald. Snow’s conimittee 
that during the last four years the price of 
ernshed stone has gone up not 28 but 38 
per cent. In fact, no one can read the com- 
mittee’s report, with its lists of prices and 
of wages, without feeling that the turbu- 
lence of the workingman is beautifully bal- 
anced by the agility of the employer. 


Frices have almost a'ways kept pace with 


wages, and frequently they have outstripped 
them. The outsider is sometimes driven to 
think that the employer who hasn’t raised 
his,men’s wages has missed a great oppor- 
tunity for making money. Such an em- 
ployer cannot use a strike in his shop as 
the means of scoring a ten strike in his 
price list. : 

It is evident, therefore, that the public 
“will not admit the turbulent 'workingman 
as a sufficient explanation of the increased 
cost of paving material. It may be that the 
crushed stone firms which are associated 
in the Producers’ Supply company have 
other and better explanations. It may be 
that the Producers’ Supply company is a 
proper and necessary development in the 
crushed stone business. Everybody knows 
that companies of that kind, or of a similar 
kind, are sometimes inevitable. Tue Trrip- 
UNE does not wish, therefore, to say just at 
present that the Producers’ Supply company 
is against public policy. It does wish to 
say, however, that when prices have gone 
up faster than wages the workingman cap- 
not be used as a scapegoat.

{LETTER OF MAROUISE DE FONTENOY

ING VICTOR EMMANUEL has pur- 
chased the historic Roman palace of 
the Prince Massimo, so famous for ita 
colonnade, to which it owes its name 
of Pallazzo Massimo Alle Colonne. It 

is one of the most noble and stately palaces 
in Rome, infinitely more majestic than the 
quirinal, and has virtually been on the mar- 
ket for some time, for the prince is almost 
entirely ruined by unfortunate speculations, 
and for a number of years past has been 
obliged to rent out the various floors of his 
ancestral abode to strangers, merely retain- 
ing for himself and for his immediate family 
an apartment on almost the top story. 
Although the prince is a cousin of King 
Victor Emmanuel, his mother, having been 
by birth a princess of the Carignan branch of 


the throne of Italy, yet he has until now 
been regarded as the leader of the so-called 
* black,” or “‘ papal,’’ aristocracy at Rome, 
and fills the office of postmaster general to 
the holy seat. His wife has, like himself, 
royal blood in her veins, for her mother was 
a daughter of the duchess de Berry (herself 
a daughter of the king of Naples) and of her 
second husband, the Marquis Lucchesi Palli. 
The Princess Massimo is, therefore, a half 
sister of the late comte de Chambord, who, 
as a child, reigned for a few hours over 
France as King Henry V. after the abdica- 
tion in his favor of his grandfather, King 
Charles X. 

The news of the purchase of the Massimo 
palace by the king, with the idea of con- 
verting it into a royal residence In leu of 
the quirinal, which he has never liked, will 
Goubtless constitute disappointment to some 
of the numerous American relatives of the 
wife of the eldest son and heir of the Prince 
Massimo, for the prince's daughter-in-law, 
who bears the title of Princess Arsoli, and 
who has spent one or two seasons in New 
York, is the daughter of that American born 
Princess Brancaecio who was herself the 
child of Hickson Field of New York, and 
until now the young Princess Arsoli has 
made her home in the palace of which she 
must have hoped at one time to become the 
mistress eventually. The Massimos claim 
descent in a direct and unbroken line from 
Fabius Maximus, the Roman general who 
defeated Hannibal. 7 

The reason for the king's dislike of the 
quirinal is two-fold. In the first place, a 
considerable portion of it is subject to the 
papal interdict and to the ban of the church, 
and, therefore, objectionable to all those 
Italians or foreign visitors of the king who 
happen to be good Catholics. Then, too, it 
is neither commodious nor regal, save in 
certain parts. Moreover, as the palace was 
a residence of the pontiff until 1870, when it 
was, seized by the Italian government, the 
king has always the feeling that he is occu- 
pying. a residence which has been acquired 
by might instead of right, whereas his title 
to the Massimo palace would be absolutely 
above the slightest question. And, lastly, 
there is the drawback which I have already 
mentioned in these letters—namely: the ex- 
istence of a tunnel for tram car traffic run- 
ning right under the quirinal, which, of 
course, offers a tempting opportunity to an- 
archists who might wish to blow the palace 
and the royal family into the air,.since all 
they would have to do would be to drop a 
bomb from the car while riding through the 
tunnel, which is most difficult to police. 

Let me add that the younger son of Prince 
Massimofs married to Princess Beatrice of 
Bourbop, daughter of Don Carlos. The lat- 
ter’s cAildren, by the bye, are not in reality 
infantas of Spain, though they usually de- 
scribe themselves as such. For at the time 
of the first Carlist insurrection, over seventy 
years ago, the Spanish cortes passed a law 
depriving the original Don Carlos, younger 
brother of King Ferdinand, and his descend- 
ants of the title of ‘‘ infant,’’ although they 
are accorded the predicate of “ royal high- 
ness.’’. 


Ireland’s bar has sustained a severe loss 
by the death of the MacDermot, who like- 
wise possessed the Irish title of ** prince of 
Coolavin,’’ which had be®n borne by his an- 
cestors before him for eight centuries, and 
by which he was known throughout County 
Sligo, and indeed throughout the length and 
breadth of Ireland, though he preferred his 
style of ‘‘ the MacDermot.”’ In fact, the Mac- 
Dermots have owned land at Coolavin in 


Sligo since prior to the Norman conquest of 


England. The proper way of addressing “ the 
MacDermot,” like the O’Conor Don and the 
O'Donoghue, was by his surname alone, and 
without the prefix of ‘‘ Mr,’ and the late 


in court simply as “ MacDermot,” and would 
certainly have resented being addressed in 
any other manner. 

A pupil of Cardinal Newman, he was s0- 
licitor general and attorney general for Ire- 
land, and sat for atime in parliament. Some 
years ago he was the subject of a criticism 
from the bench in connection with his dress, 
which served to call widespread popular at- 
tention to the severe etiquette, and the strict 
ethics in sumptuary matters in the British 
courts of justice.

The MacDermot at once apologized 
to the bench, then turning to his junior in 
the case requested the loan of a pin, and fas- 
tened his gown in ‘such a way as to conceal 
the offending waistcoat. 

The MacDermot and the three or four 
other Irish chieftains who are officially en- 
titled to have the pronoun “ the” prefixed to 
their names invariably have their wives ad- 
dressed as “ Madame,” which in this case 
is an official title, recognized as such by the 
courts of St. James and Dublin castle. 

The pronoun “the” prefixed to the name 
signifies that the bearer thereof is the prin- 
cipal representative of one of the houses 
that once exercised sovereign sway over the 
Emerald isle. There are many people in Ire- 
land and elsewhere who claim the right to 
this prefix, and who coolly adopt it without 


whose title is unquestioned and recognized 
alike by the English government and by 
the British crown are, in addition to the 
MacDermot, the O'Donoghue, the O’Conor 
Don, the O’Brien, who also is a peer of Ire- 
land as Lord Inchiguin, and the MacGilli-

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


FORERUNNERS OF DANTE. | 
Prof. Dods Tells of Former Visions of 
Unseen Worlds, 

Did Dante dream out his immortal Vis- 
ion of the life beyond this life de novo and 
all alone? Nothing could be further from 
the fact in the case. To bring together in 
their order all the attempted visions of 
the underworld and the afterworld that have 
attracted marked attention since recorded 
history began would, indeed, be a long story 
to tell. And there would be many repeti- 
tions in it, and yet a human document of 
most impressive interest. 

In a book by Prof. Marcus Dods, “ FORE- 

RUNNERS OF DANTE,” an effort is made, 
to give a scholarly yet concise.account of’ 
some of the more important visions of the 
unseen world from the earliest times. This 
survey leads from the legends of Babylonia 
and Egypt, down through those of Greece 
and Rome, and the Jews, the Apocryphal 
literature, party Jewish and partly Chris- 
tian, early Christian legends, and medieval 
legends, which so taxed and tortured the 
imaginations of the people. 
‘Through the whole course of this litera- 
ture, says Prof. Dods, there was practical- 
ly, without exception, a consistent and 
singular characteristic. In every vision re- 
corded in these pages the joys of heaven 
are pictured as spiritual, while the pains of 
hell are invariably physical. What is the 
reason of this consistent materialism? For 
one thing, of course, the physical treatment 
is more dramatic and terrific, and doubt- 
less served its purpose in its own day. Then 
there is the natural conviction of sin with 
the body. Besides, virtue was less defined 
and positive in the éarly days of those 
legends than it is now. The book ends, 
however, with a brief reference to a vision 
witich appeared the year of Dante’s death, 
which possesses to a marked degree the spir- 
itual character which in the others is found 
wanting. It is a vision which occurred to a 
wicked enough man named Godfried, in 
which his sins, even to his minutest thoughts, 
appear to accuse him, so that he is over- 
whelmed with awful shame. There is some- 
thing startlingly modern about this vision, 
with its absolute freedom from the ma- 
terialistic traditions of its day, “‘In addi- 
tion to the stings of conscie , there is 
the torture of longing for the good the soul 
now knows but cannot attain.” 

Among the various “ helps to the study of 
Dante,”’ this exceedingly well written book 
may well have place. It is imported by B, 
P. Dutton & Co., New York. 


ADOPTION OF NEW TESTAMENT. 
Prof. E. C. Moore Tells How It Came 
Into the Body of Sacred Scriptures. 

When did the. New Testament as a body 

of sacred scriptures come into being and 
form? Under what intellectual and other 
social conditions of the church did the crit- 
ical process of selection and of exclusion 
take place? What form and manner of 
usage had the several parts of this scripture, 
having apostolic authority as presenting the 
most authentic testimony to the original 
teaching of J@sus himself, previously pos- 
sessed? What was the chief motive and 
reason for the formal authentication of tho 
New Testament canon? And what was 
the relation of that movement in the latter 
half of the second century to the contem- 
poraneous movement in the church for the 
establishment of a creed or a basis of 
chureh union, and for the formal organiza- 
tion of the church government and author- 
ized modés of worship? And as to the ques- 
tion of personal “ authority,’’ what was the 
relation of the authority of Jesus himself 
to that of the New Testament scriptures; 
and, furthermore, the relation of. the au- 
thority of the inspired scripture to that of 
the supposed divinely guided church? 

These are the questions which Prof. E. Cc. 

Moore of Harvard university has with much 
greater fullness of learning than display of 
it answered in his book, ‘“‘ THE NEW THS- 
TAMENT IN THE CHRISTIAN CHURCH.” 
The substance of the book was given in a re- 
cent course of lectures in Boston before the 
Lowell institute. The author has succeeded 
notably well in combining the popular and 
the scholarly qualities in the discussion of 
these questions of universal interest. The 
book is published by the Macmillan com- 
pany, New York. |

HE social, economic, hygienic, and es- 
thetic value of the cooking classes, to 
my mind, relates to a subject more 
. important-and far reaching than even 
the sewing. It seems to me to be the 
corner stone of the successful home. Do- 
mestic happiness depends quite consider- 
ably upon the proper administration of the 
kitchen. To be a good cook and practice 
the art should become one of woman’s am- 
bitions. While the husband is earning the 
wife should be saving. It is well known 
that the food consumption per capita in 
America is larger than that in any other 
country of the world. France lives well upon 
less than half of what we consume. It is 
woman’s province, and should be her am- 
bition, to make her home the mostattractive 
place on earth to the husband and family. 
Sociologists generally hold that much of 
poverty, crime, misery, drunkenness, and 
sickness is traceable to the kitchen. A large 
part of the supplies breught into the kitchen 
by the grocery man is so spoiled in the cook- 
ing as to destroy in a large degree its food 
value. A steak broiled over a quick fire is 
delicious and nourishing; if fried crisply it 
is leathery, unpalatable, and indigestible. 
Millions of stomachs are being ruined by 
poor cooking, and the amount of good ma- 
terial that goes into the garbage can is ap- 


palling. 


Domestic Science can, and I believe it ul- 
timately will, do much toe remedy the evil. 
The girls begin to work at the right age— 
12 to 15 years. They are taught kitchen 
chemistry, the component parts of the dif- 
ferént foods, and their relative value for pro- 
Gucing fat, bone, and brawn. They learn the 
kind of foods most desirable for different 
persons and different conditions. They are 
taught how to market with a view of getting 
the best value for the least money, and to 
use and make palatable every part of a pur- 
chase; to make meat pie from the uncon- 
sumed portions of a roast, or a stew from 
the scraggly end of a steak. In addition to 
this they are taught how to serve in an at- 
tractive way the articles prepared—they are 
taught to observe the chemical changes that 
take place in food products by cooking or 
exposure, and how to care for and protect 
perishable articles. 

The avoidance of needless waste is strong- 
ly emphasized. Home preparation of foods 
is taught and urged. It goes without say- 
ing that the woman who follows her motker’s 
or grandmother’s methods is far from being 
an up to date housekeeper. I have no quar- 
rel with the bake shop, but any woman who 
persistently feeds her husband upon baker’s 
bread, baker’s cakes and pies, because she 
cannot, or will not, produce the home ar- 
ticle, ought not to have a husband to abuse, 
It should be good grounds for divorce. 

I recall an experience related to me by a 
cooking teacher in South Chicago, near the 
rolling mills: The population was largely 
foreign born, and at first the children were 
reluctant to take up with the cooking, but 
in a few weeks the classes were filled. After 
the work was well under way the girls were 
requested to try their hands in a practical 
way at home. This in some instances was 
resented by the mother, but gradually the 
persistence of the girl broke through the 
prejudice and they were allowed to try. 

In nearly every case the results were grati- 
fying. The foods prepared under schoo! in- 
struction were so much mere palatable that 
soon the mothers came daily in large num- 
bers merely to sit in the room and pick up 
such information as they could while the 
classes proceeded with their work. Fathers 
often stopped with their lunch pails on the 
way to and from their labor, so great was the 
interest created. Instead of the mothers 
teaching the daughters how to cook the 
process was reversed, as it ought to be. 


I also recall another instance in another 
part of the city. I refer to a conversation 


. with ae Hyde Park mother, who was mistress 


of a beautiful home. She said her daughter, 


who had been in the domestic science class , 


of the Kozminski school for about two years, 
asked that she might during vacation take 
charge of the house. As the mother wished 
to make a visit to distant friends the request 
was granted, and for two months the daugh- 
ter of 16 took entire charge of the home. 

The mother,.upon her return, was surprised 
to learn that the expenses had been con- 
siderably reduced, and that the rémaining 
members of the family insisted that Lucy 
gave them better fare than they had been 
used to. In this connection I will read an 
extract from a letter received from one of the 
cooking teachers. She says, “‘I have found 
that the pupil who works in household arts, 
by comparing, measuring, and testing, gets 
a mathematical sense which is developed in 
no other way, and alsois of the greatest value 
in developing the power, judgment, and man- 
agement of the pupil. A knowledge of food 
values is gained, also the diefaries needed 
for people of various occupations, ages, and 
strength. 

** Another important item is the economy of 
the department; only 1% cents per week per 
pupil is glowed; therefore strict economy is 
necessary, and the girls learn to utilize all 
materials, plan menus, thereby avoiding 
waste, learning to select meats and vegeta- 
bles, and to lay out money judiciously and 
economically. 

.“* Household art has an esthetic side: the 
girls learn to serve food attractively. In 
regard to the success with which it has been 
practically applied in the home I have an 
interesting incident. One of the eighth grade 
girls in one of my schools, who had finished 
her two years’ course in cooking, asked her 
mother to allow her to take charge of the 
house for a month. At first her mother re- 
fused, thinking it would be impossible for 
her to manage, but her father encouraged the 
plan, saying it was a good chance to find out 
if she had gained anything from her course 
in cooking. At the end of the month they 
discovered that she managed so well that 
the household expenses were $23 less than 
they had been undér the mother’s manage- 
ment, and at the same time the comforts 
of the table were not lessened. Now the 
mother is taking lessons from her daughter.” 


What does this mean to us, and what does 
it mean to the American people? It means 
that in the United States alone there is a 
needless, wicked waste that approximates, if 
it does not exceed, a thousand million dol- 
lars per year. It means that the general 
extension of this work in the schools will] 
do more to solve the question of poverty and 
crime than any other single agency. 

Woman's highest, truest, and noblest mis- 
sion on earth is motherhood and home build- 
ing. Domestic science best fits her for these 
high duties. It makes her independent and 
self-reliant—a help instead of a hindrance; 
a saver instead of a squanderer. Is there 
anything more pitiful than a helpless wom- 
an, entirely at the mercy of her servants? 

Let domestic science be firmly established 
throughout the schools, and, if need be, at 
the expense of German, Latin, Greek, alge- 
bra, geometry, or almost anything else ex- 
cept English. It is a more valuable accom- 
plishment to be an artist with the needle 
than to paint china, or decorate wood panels 
with a hot needle. Shall we hesitate to say 
that a woman who understands and practires 
household economics is worth more to the 
world than a uevotee of Browning, or a regi- 
ment of women who neglect their homes for 
the club, or whose ambition it is to get the 
prize at the euchre party? 

We should not rest until domestic science 
is taught in all of the schools, so that every 
girl above the’fourth grade shall have ade- 
quate and suitable instruction in the art 


that will, above all others, equip her for her | 


life work and make her a true home builder.

Who entertains much never repeats a 
menu, and always gives to each a character 
of its own, a kind of wholeness, as if from 
the beginning to the end it had been an ob- 
ject of study, in order that each part should 


_not only be perfect in itself but that each 


should preserve as well its right relation to 
all other parts. 

At the same time one always finds there 
certain dishes for which she @ particularly 
distinguished, some wonderful green gages, 
for instance, which she brandies and serves 
with herice cream. These particular dishes 
appear only at Intervals, never so often as 
to create an impression of monotony, yet 
often enough to make one anticipate a pos- 
sible reappearance ef them. : 

Yet, for all her skill, her unerring taste, her 
knowledge and discrimination, this charm- 
ing hostess partakes of little herself. The 
guest cannot, in fact, escapé the conviction 
that her table, like the rest of her life, is ar- 
ranged to give pleasure to others, not to in- 
dulge a selfish weakness of her own. 

And this detachment, methinketh, is a de- 
lightful accomplishment for a‘ hostess, cal- 
culated to inspire a pleasurable sentifnent 


among the guests with its disinterestedness. 


If one misses this unselfishness, so to speak, 
and sees those at the head of the table evin- 
cing the taste of eager gormands, one must 
miss the finest flavor of the repast. 7

The Simole Art— 

Of making a French omelette I always 
thought must be troublesomely elaborate un- 
til I happened to see one being made in a 
little roadside inn in France, where the 
salleamanger and kitchen were inone. The 
apparatus and material were simplicity it- 
self. A few sticks lighted on the hearth, 
a large frying pan, an egg for each person and 
one for the pan, some mixed herbs. not for- 
getting some blades of chine, and a little But- 
ter to fry in. The yolks and whites were 
beaten together, but not excessively, and 
the herbs mixed in with a pinch of salt. 
About one-half an ounce of butter was melt- 
ed in the pan, and when bubbling the mixture 
was thrown in and lightly whipped with a 
fork so as to mix in some of the butter and 
insure the cooking of the top. The pan w 
large, and so the omelette was thin and soo 
set, when it was deftly folded round ang 
round with a spoon and fork, and, voita, 
madam was servie! 

OMELETTE AU FROMAGE.—Grate some 
gruyere and mix with some well beaten eggs 
in proportion of one ounce of cheese to every 
three eggs. Proceed as with ordinary French 
omelette, adding salt and a little cayenne 
pepper. 

VEGETABLE OMELETTES.—The vegeta- 
bles, such as asparagus tips or fonds d’arti- 
chauts, must be boiled first and carefully 
drained from water before mixing with the 
beaten eggs. : 

OMELETTE AU PAIN.—Bred@ is occasion- 
ally introduced when heavy ingredients are 
to be employed, such as kidneys or ham. 
A piece of bread the size of an egg is dipped 
in milk and then beaten with the eggs, which 
should number four times as many as the 
pieces of bread. The kidneys, ham, or other 
ingredients are then added and the omelette 


“omelette aux rognons”’ it is best to use 
veal kidneys, as they are more tender than 
others. Mushrooms destined for an “ ome- 
lette aux Champignons”’ should be placed 
between two plates and previously baked in 
butter; they are, however, excellent stewed in 
& cream sauce and spread between a folded 
omelette souffiée.. 
OMELETTE AU RHUM.—Make an ome- 
lette souf—ilé as directed above, with the ad- 
dition of sufficient finely crushed sugar to 
sweeten the whites and yoiks of the eggs. 
When the omelette is ready and folded on 
the dish, pour over three tablespoonfuls of 
rum and set fire to it, just before serving.

Better Citizenship the Need.

We have not learned its alphabet. Prate 
less about rights.

This plan would 
give Chicago about $60,000 a day, or some- 

thing over $20,000,000 a year. 

“ Pine every man $5 for each offense who 
has no better manners than to expectorate on 
the sidewalk, or in a public conveyance. 
Fine every boy or man $10 for each offense 
who may be caught smoking cigarets in 
public. Fine every street car company $25 
a minute f veo every refrigerator car they force 
a long ering public to patronize.”

A plea for the St. Charles Rural Home for

* Though the figure of a half million dallars 
may astonish you and be declared large, you 
should remember that the work is for the 
purpose of setting boys, future citizens, on 
the right track, and should we ask $750,000 to 


‘complete that reservation fund you should, 


as parents, interest yourselves and inter- 
vene with your representative or senator to 
give us that sum.”’ 


Reviews Work of Court. 


Judge Tuthill reviewed in part his work aa 
the judge of the Juvenile court. | 
_“"Pake the little boy who is the son of for- 
eign parents,” said he, “‘and in many 
stances you will find his playground in the 
streets where the four corners are decorated 
with saloons. * His father works all day and 
at night he i too tired to feel a parent's in- 


‘terest in his family. The boy is not surround- 


ed by the best of elements. 

“He is not elothed, perhaps, as well as 
Other children whom he may meet in the 
public school. If he is not given the proper 
eare he is liable to begin playing truant from 
school.

In a short time he 
feels that the law is his enemy and the agents 
of the law wish him only ill. Me is locked 
in a police station and it is only a short time 
until he is a felon.

The John Worthy schoo! is 
the only place we have now to send delin- 
quents. In time we will have the St. Charles 
rural home. Forty boys will be accommo- 
dated in each of.the cottages on that 1,000 
acres of ground. Let us start right and have 


thirty cottages there,”’ 
FINDS GAMBLING SALOONS. 
Tells of Tour on 


Dr. Camden M. Co

WILL AID FIGHT 
TO SAVE STREET. 


Real Estate Board to Oppose | 


Giving Dearborn Front 
to Postoffice. 


‘OBJECT TO SHED PLAN. 


Property Owners Denounce the 
Scheme and the Postmaster 
Issues a Letter. 


A determined fight against the abandon- 


ment of the Dearborn street postoffice side- 
walk to permit the building of a shed along 
the east side of the federal building will be 
inaugurated at the monthly meeting of the 
Chicago real estate board next Wednesday. 
Realty men and downtown property owners 
are united in the opinion that the building 
of the proposed structure for the unloading 
of mail must be prevented if possible. The 
lines of the campaign have not been laid out, 
but Officers and members intend that the 
board shall wield all its power to defeat the 
plan, and prevent what they term an outrage. 

“It will be found that the board is un- 
divided on the question,’’ said Robert BE. Is- 
mond, the president, yesterday. ‘‘Personaily, 


I cannot conceive that any one in the city, 


except possibly the postmaster, should favor 
the plan. It would ruin that part of Dear- 
born street and establish a precedent the 
effect of which we cannot estimate. It is 
probable that a committee will be appointed 
by the board to oppose giving up the side- 
walk. It will mean a depression in downtown 
realty values, if the object of the postoffice 
| authorities is accomplished.” 

| Calls Plan an “Outrage.” 

“I am glad the real estate board is 
aroused,” said former Controller W. D. Ker- 
foot. “There are plenty of us to bring it 
before the meeting, and I am sure weal] will 
be of one mind. No one to whom I have 
spoken considers the idea other than an out- 
rage. This talk about the same thing having 
been allowed in New York does not apply to 
the case, as there the unloading is done on a 
side street, not at all like Dearborn street. 
Our postoffice is so situated that there is no 
side of it which can well be made intoa load- 


ing platform,” 


Charles C. Heisen, one of the principal 
property owners in the vicinity of the poat- 
office, said: 

“ The property owners certainly will fight 
the measure, and will be grateful to the real 
estate board for aid. In former years, in 
the old building, space was left on the Clark 
street side fer the unloading of wagons, and 
that is where it should be done now. Dear- 
born street already is far too narrow, and 


when the postoffice opens we will be deprived | 


of half the small space we now have. I wiil 
join in the fight against the measure, if such 
a crusade is started.”’ 


Controller McGann Is Aroused. 


“ I would not give an inch of the walk, nor 
allow the blockading of a foot of the street,’’ 
said Controller L. E. McGann, who as con- 
gressman presented the bill in the lower 
house for the erection of the new federal 
building. 

*“ If I had known the character of building 
we were to have, I would not only have never 
presented the bill but I would have voted 
against it. We obtained the appropriation 
that all the space might be used, clear to the 
top story, in providing a postoffice to accom- 
modate the mail for a hundred years to come. 

“The present building been erected 
with a view to retaining the frontage rather 
than to accommodate the government uses. 
The wagons carrying mail to the peostoffice 
must not be allowed to block the street. As 
to the presenting of an ordinance to the 
council, the postoffice department cannot do 
that without receiving special authority from 
congress.”’ 


Postmaster Coyne Explains, 

* Postmaster F. B. Coyne has issued the fol- 
lowing signed letter to the public, in which 
he urges that consideration of the shed plan 
will be unbiased: 

The publication in the morning papers of ex- 
tracts from the report of the postal commission 
with reguard to the new federal building in Chi- 
cago, particularly that part of the report referring 
to the conditions on the Dearborn street side of the 
building, has brought forth many inquiries as to 
the contemplated plan of asking the city to sur- 
rendér the Dearborn street sidewalk. 

a@ representative of the government and a 
member of the commission I respectfully urge that 
the matter be given fair consideration until the 
plans can be prepared and an ordinance presented 
to the city council. : 

The present plan for receiving large quantities 
of heavy mail in addition to the city collections 
necessitates the use of sidewalk chutes for the re- 
ception of such mail from the trucks and wagons 
backed up along the curbstones. As can be seen 
readily, such a plan would interfere with passenger 
traffic and practically blockade at least one side 
of the street. If the street was widened to the 
area wall of the building, while there unquestion- 
ably would be a large number of foot passengers 
i@convenienced, it would be a great benefit to the 
street traffic for teams and street cars. There 
would be no interference with the north sidewalk 
of Jackson boulevard crossing Dearborn street nor 
the south sidewalk of Adams street. 

Neither would there be any interference with 
the sidewalk entrance to the postoffice building 
from Quincy street. The general proposition is not 
a violent one, nor is it without precedent. The 
city of New York surrendered the sidewalk to the 
postofficé in a much more crowded part of the 
city than that occupied by our federal building. I 
am informed that the city of St. Louis also has 
taken, or is about to take, similar action. 


Puts Blame on Architect. 


Regarding the protests against the proposed 
plan Mr. Coyne said: 

“The evil we would now correct in the 
only way possible long ago was pointed out 
to the architect, and: his promise-secured to 
change the plans of the basement so that 
all the loading and unloading might be done 
within the building. At that time the altera- 
tion would hgve cost not to exceed $10,000. 
The promise was not kept, as we discovered 
when Mr. Von Nerta took charge last autumn. 
To make the necessary changes now would 
require $300,000 at the lowest figure.”’ 


BLAMES ALDERMEN FOR CRIME. 


Matthew W. Pinkerton Says Political 
Corruption Starts Thousands of 
Men on Downward Path. 


In an address before the Chicago Anthro- 
pological society in the Masonic temple, 
Matthew W. Pinkerton yesterday declared 
that political corruption and dishonesty in 
public places fis responsible for a large pro- 
portion of the crime and criminals in Chi- 


cago. 
‘As long,” he said, “‘as the majority of 
our public servants are thieves and black- 
guards efforts to suppress crime will prove a 
dismal failure. One thieving alderman or 
other official can corrupt hundreds. The 
downfall and punishment of one man known 
to thousands will have a more salutary ef- 
fect than the conviction of a hundred petty 
thieves. 
“He who resorts to knavery to secure a 
public office,” said the detective, “ or, having 
obtained it, uses it for fraud and theft, is far 
more culpable than the unlettered, half civil- 
ized gamin who picks a pocket or snatches 
a loaf of bread to satisfy the cravings of 
hunger. | 
“Aldermen of large cities generally pur- 
chase, and at a considerable cost, their politi- 
cal positions. They thus corrupt many of 
their constituents and start thousands upon 
a course of crime. In large cities, like New 
York and Chicago, thousands of criminals 
owe their existence to politica! corruption.”

The evidence of Mrs. McDermott that she 
had not provoked an attack from Mrs. Mac- 
Lane, was supported by several other offi- 
cials of the janitress’ union. A physician 
testified Mrs. McDermott had been uncon- 
scious during a half hour after Mrs. Mac- 
Lane had struck her. 

“YT was sitting at my desk in the office of 
the janitresses’ union when she came in with- 
out so much as a‘ by your leave’ and begins 
an aspersion on my reputation,” Mrs. Mc- 
Dermott told the magistrate. ‘“‘ No, I did not 
hit at her. I says, lady like: 

***T resent your insinuations.’ 

“Then she came at me. The last thing 
I recall befd@fe I went to the floor was a blow 
in the region of the left eye. My eye is still 
black, as your honor may observe. The 
doctor will tell you that two of my teeth are 
dislocated.”’ 

Mrs. MacLane said she had struck in self- 
defense.

UNIVERSITY SEEKS 
FROM BAPTIST CHURCHES. 


President Harper’s Plan of Raising 
- $100,000 for Theological Building 
Laid Before Various Congregations. 


President Harper’s project to raise $100,000 
with which to erect a hall for the theological 
department of the University of Chicago was 
discussed yesterday by members of the 
faculty of that department in various Bap- 
tist churches of the city and suburbs. Every 
Baptist church in the west and middle west 
will be asked to contribute to the building . 
fund, it was stated. 

The project was outlined at the First 
paptist church of Oak Park by Prof. Shailer 
Mathews, dean of the theological depart- 
ment. In discussing the need for such a 
hall he said that although the divinity school 
of the university was one of the largest in 
the country it had no building of its own and 
was compelled to find temporary quarters in 
Haskell museum. 

“The university believes that such an im- 
portant department of its work should be 
housed in its own building, and for the 
money required to erect such a building it 
looks to Baptist laymen. For $100,000 a 
building sufficiently large for classrooms 
and library can be erected.” 

The site chosen is just east of Cobb hall 
and north of the Haskell museum,

GOOD POINTS IN SLAVERY, - 
SAYS AN EVANS ON PASTOR. 


Expensive Education and Cheap Work 
Ruins the Negro, Declares t..e Rev. J. 
H. Boyd in Sunday School, 


The Rev. J. H. Boyd of the First Presby- 
terian church, at a meeting of the codpera- 
tive class of@he Sunday school of the Evans- 
ton Congregational church, yesterday de- 
fended his previous assertion that owing to 
his lack of skull development the negro al- 
Ways remains a child. He furthermore ar- 
gued in defense of the institution of slavery. 

“Slavery, in the providence of God, was 
the means of upbuilding the finest race of 
negroes that the world ever has seen,”’ said 
Dr. Boyd. ‘* The 4,000,000 freemen at the 
close of the civil war constituted a magnifi- 
cent body of men. History, however, shows 
that no race ever has developed in competi- 


| tion with stronger men. 


“The negroes throughout the country are 
dissatified with their condition. When you 
educate a negro and give him ambition and 
taste and ideals it is small wonder that he 
becomes a criminal when he is put to digging 
expensive education 
and cheap work ruins him. 

“I threw a bombshell among you last 
Sunday because it was needed to arouse you 
from your lethargy. What I said was in the 
interest of the negro. I lived among them 
many years and I know the situation. You 
will misunderstand me if you think I am 
not the negro’s friend. I appreciate him for 
his full worth. But I insist that slavery 
was the highest estate to which the negro 
had been raised up until the time of the war 

“The negro was turned out of bondage to 
compete with white men. Let alone, the 
negro can do marvelous things, but in com- 
petition with the white man he is hopelessly 
falling down... Ihave the scientist behind me, 
not the sentimentalist. 

“I was recently talking to an Evanston 
negro friend of mine, and I asked him what 
the condition was here. He replied that if 


I wanted to know what hell was like to wake 


<P some morning in Evanston with a black 
skin.”’

Vote to Demand Greater Pay, 
Rejecting Offer for a Con- 
tract Renewal. 


CONTROL HALF OF WORK. 


Believed Employers Will Dismiss 
Thousands and Stand Out 
for “Open Shop.” 


After being told that a vote in the negative 
would mean a lockout in the shops in which 
they are employed, the painters yesterday 
rejected the wage offer of the contractors. 
The union men stood by their demand of 45 
cents an hour for a two years’ agreement 
dating from tomorrow. Master painters had 
made a final offer of the present scale of 40 
cents an hour for this year and 42% cents for 
next year. 

“At the last conference with the em- 
ployers,”’ said A. L. McDonald of the paint- 
ers, ‘‘ we were given to understand that if 
we did not accept their offer we were to be ' 
locked out Tuesday morning. Many of the 
men do not believe this will be done, but they 
voted to insist on the advance even after 
the information had been given them.”’ 


Strong Sentiment for Lockout. 

J. G. McCarthy of the Master Pajnters’ 
league said that body had taken no definite 
action on the matter of a lockout. 

“But there is a strong sentiment among 
the contractors in favor of such a course.’’ he 
said, ‘“‘and I should not be surprised if it 
finally were adopted.”’ 

Nearly one-half of the 11,000 journeymen 
painters and decorators in Chicago are mem- 
bers of the union. The more skilled men 
are in the organization; which, during some 
years, has had ‘closed shop’’ agreements 
with contractors. In case of a lockout the 
employers are expected to break away from 
the policy that has been followed and de- 
mand the “‘open shop.’ The painters de- 
cided they would not strike while negotia- 
tions were in progress, but let their employ- 
ers take the initiative. A conference bé- 
tween the men and the contractors will be 
-held. today. 


Carriage Men Consider Peace.

She is a young woman who can assume 
childish airs and manner without appearing 
ridiculous, and, although last evening there 
was too much of this line of work, the quality 
of it was good, because sweetly innocent 
and seemingly spontaneous. Given a light 
comedy or a delicately drawn romantic play 
with a role requiring winsomeness, girlish 
‘merriment, and sprightliness and grace, 
Miss Thurston should appear to advantage 
and achieve success.

Irving Riley, a Prisoner, Nerved by 
Drug, Tries to End His Life and May 
Not Recover. 


Irving Riley, a prisoner in the county jail, 
yesterday sought death by leaping from the 
platform of the fourth tier’ of cells. One of 
his legs was broken, he received a severe 
scalp wound,’ and last night he still was un- 
conscious.

When arrested the police 
found a bottle of morphine in his pocket, and 
he then was under the influence of the drug. 

Two years ago Riley, it is said, robbed a 
postoffice substation in the drug store where 
he was working, obtaining $300 in money or- 
ders. He was arrested, but his family came 
to the rescue and made good his peculations.

Bombardier’s easy win in the California 
Derby left turfmen here all in a muddle over 
the form of the 3 year olds on the Pacific 
coast this year. 

“A nice bunch of Derby mutts,” was the 
remark of an eastern horseman after the 
race. “They won't be anything but selling 
platers after they get east.” An opinion 
which probably is not correct. 

The seNing plater theory does not seem 
tenable. After seeing Judge with 113 pounds 
up beat The Mighty—and Ferguson's colt was 
right on edge and good at the time—in a seven 
furlong race in 1:26%, he cannot well be rated 
as nothing but a selling plater. Nor can 
Formaster, in view of the cracking good race 
be ran with Bearcatcher. A more natural 
assumption is that Bombardier has improved, 
as racehorses often do, and hascome to him- 
self; also that he is able to handle weight 
well, being a strapping, well built, big boned 
youngster, and that he runs bestin the hands 
of a strong, 110 pound jockey like See. It 
may be he is a bit of a sluggard and needs 
strong handling. 


Cast Off by Jennings. 

Simply because W. B. Jennings disposed 
of the California Derby winner for $1,000 
it does not follow Boembardier is of little 
account. Jennings is a clever horseman, but, 
like all the rest, he is notinfallible. Besides, 
he had so many horses in his barn it would 
be an easy matter for him to underrate one 
or two of them, and if he did underrate 
Bombardier possibly he did not attempt to 
get as much out of him as would a trainer 
with a few horses to supervise. When 
Claude won the California Derby last year 
a lot of people that had overlooked him 
would have it he was nothing but a selling 
plater and beat nothing but selling platers. 
And at that time the argument was ady, 
vanced that such a keen judge of ah 
as “Father Bill" Daly never woul 
have let Claude go for $1,750 if the colt were 
of any account. Yet Claude has won some- 
thing like $40,000 in stakes and purses ina 
twelvemonths, and it is forgotten, now that 
he ever was rated as a selling plater or’ran 
in selling races. 

Is Well Bred. 

Bombardier has a right to be a good race- 
horse. He was bred on J. B. Haggin’s Rancho 
del: Paso, whence so many good ones have 
come, and no exception can be taken to his 
blood lines. Maxio, his sire, is a son of 
Maxim, which was a son of the English horse 
Musket, that founded such a great family. 
Musket got some high class racehorses, not- 
ably the black Petronel, before leaving Eng- 
land, and after he went to Australia he made 
a great name as a sire—so great that English 
breeders soon were eagerly seeking Musket 
blood. Middie Dwyer, Bombardier’s dam, is 
well bred and has produced sons and daugh- 
ters that show her strain is one of the kind 
that breeds on. Among her daughters is 
Hinda Dwyer, the dam of Krishna, the sensa- 
tional black colt that won the $17,000 Cali- 
fornia Futurity last winter. More than once 
John Mackey, manager of Haggin’s great 
breeding establishment, has declared within 
the last year or so that Maxio is the best 
young sire on the ranch, so why should not 
Bombardier be a good horse? 


Entered in American Derby. 

Frank Skinner says he will enter his Calli- 
fornia Derby winner in the American Derby 
and other eastern stakes, as he believes he 
has a good horse. So the future will tell the 
class of the little fleld that ran here. Bom- 
bardier has not incurred any penalty for the 
American Derby, as the value of the stakes 
to the winner was $2,725. In addition, Skin- 
ner bet $100 on Bombardier at 10 to 1 and 
another $100 at 8 to 1, so he cleaned up $4,525 
on the race. 

Frank Skinner has been here‘for fifteen 
years ard is well liked. He has distinguished 
himself more than once as a gentleman rider 
and if he gets together a small stable his 
long turf experience should stand him in 
good stead and he ought to do well. He was 
born in eastern Canada, at Hamilton, Ont., 
and is a son of the late Col. J. A. St. D. 
Skinner, an English army officer with a fine 
military record and for some years member 
of parliament, representing Oxford, Canada. 
Frank went to school for some years in Eng- 
land, and while there learned the art of 
cross country riding. On his return to this 
country he took up turf newspaper work, 
and for years has made a specialty of get- 
ting outa chart.

It has also 
to be considered that those 119,000 or 120,000 
voters of German descent may count on an 
equally large number of liberally inclined 
citizens who are descendants of other na- 
tionalities to aid them, so that in the fight 
against the opposing elements the prepon- 
derance of the numerical strength of the 
citizens will be on the side of the Germans. 
‘“‘Furthermore, all party politics stands 
apart in this fight, so that republicans, dem- 
ocrats, and all liberally inclined citizens may 
advance united in this matter. Of this the. 
opponents of the principle of personal liberty 
should take notice and do away with all 
dilatory tactics in the council, otherwise the 
‘furor teutonicus’ might teach a lesson to 
some of the gentlemen of the city council 
on April 5.”’

Pablic Buying 0” War Motive of Pro- 
@digious Volume Carries Prices 
Up Sharply, but Market Has Moder- 
ate Setback — Foreign Exchanges 
and Cash Prices Lead the Advance— 
Shipments from Southern Hemi- 
sphere Heavy. 


There has been a great wheat market the 
last week, with an enormous trade and some 
wide fluctuations. The war and the possi- 
bilities of other powers than Russia and 
Japan becoming involved brought in a great 

lic and professional demand for July. The 
week opened after a two days’ holiday, with 


“English markets excited and sharply higher, 


and this market opened with a rush at ad- 
yances Of ic to 8c, gains which brought a 
flood of profit taking and a sharp decline of 
gc to 4c. ‘Tne war moiive, however, continued 
in full force. English markets kept on ad- 
vancing in spite of the decline here, and 
though their prices are much under a parity 
with ours, that fact haé@ no effect. 
A new wave of speculative buying started 
in which carried all deliveries to new high 
rices, May selling at $1.09, the old July get- 
ting within %c of the dollar price, new July 
at 99c, and the September deliveries at 94c 
and 93%c respectively. The trade was for 
geveral days as heavy as it has been in years, 
and it looked as though the public demand 
on the war motive might carry everything 
before it.

The high prices paid all over the country have 
brought out some stores of wheat held by 
farmers, wheat coming to light in some sec- 
tions where it was supposed supplies had 
been entirely exhausted. There have been 
edictions from the northwest that receipts 
uld increase with warm weather. Millers 
are still paying high prices, however, for 
Wheat of good quality, and unless it gets con- 
giderably more plentiful there is not much 
reason to look for any severe break. 


Southern Shipments Large. 


' Exports from Argentina and Australia are 
Becoming more liberal, over 5,000,000 bu for 
the week, and unless Russia stops exports 
of grain entirely or other powers than Russia 


‘and Japan become involved in war, the im- 


porting countries of Europe may be encour- 
aged by the contributions from the south- 
ern hemisphere to buy even more sparingly 
of the high priced wheats in this country. 
Clearances for the week were 2,091,000 bu, 


‘@ decrease of 600,000 bu from the corre- 


eponding week last year. Primary receipts 
were nearly 900,000 bu greater for the week. 


Apparently, therefore, stocks have gained 


1,500,000 bu compared with the same week 
last year, and as there was a decrease of 
1,250,000 bu in the visible supply a year ago 
there should be at least a small increase this 
year. But it would be useless to base a pre- 
diction on these figures, for the previous 
week, the figures of receipts, clearances, and 
visible supply stocks would have justified the 
conclusion that consumption of wheat for 
fhe week had been 3,000,000 bu greater than 
for the corresponding week last year, a pal- 
pable absurdity. 

While the markets has suffered a partial 
reaction from the extremely high prices 
reached, the war with all its possible com- 
plications is still a potent factor. Specula- 
tion might easily carry prices still higher 
if it continues on a large scale and the im- 
mediate future of prices depends largely on 
the progress of political events in Europe 
and the volume of trade in the pit. 

The high cash prices have been an impor- 
tant aid to the May advance. There is the 
possibility in the July of liberal receipts 
from the southwest in that month and in 
the September of a largely increased acre- 
age of spring wheat in the northwest. The 
general public demand is for the July. An 
influential coterie of local traders is operat- 
ing in September on the theory that if the 
war continues wheat will be worth as much 
in September as any time and the cheapest 
delivery be the best purchase. The July 
long has the. help of an unfavorable start 
for the winter wheat crop in the southwest, 
though favorable spring weather might im- 
prove its finish. 


Corn and Oats Dull.

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


Supplies Are Too Small to Attract Buys 
ers to the Yards—Speculation 
Over Monday’s Receipts. 


The usual nominal Saturday conditions 
prevailed in the cattle and sheep trade Sat- 
urday. Supplies were not large enough to 
attract buyers to the yards, the estimate 
standing only 300 cattle and 1,000 sheep. 
In the hog department, however, there were 
20,000 arrivals and the market ruled slow, 
with prices 5@10c lower.

London View. 


The London view is that the war may be 
protracted, but if confined as indicated that 
in time the markets will differentiate be- 
tween Russian and Japanese securities, and 
speculation will proceed as usual in the se- 
curities of those countries not directly en- 
gaged in the conflict. This opinion is held 
in conservative quarters, though the con- ], 
servatism of money is established, as is like- 
wise its failure to recognize the import of 
facts suggesting war. 

The drifting and fitful character of the 
New York stock market was illustrated on 
Thursday, when after a weak close Wednes- 
day, prices advanced from 1 to 2 points. Of 
news there was none, but weary of listless 
sessions, traders resumed for a day the bull 
side. Their enthusiasm lasted but one ses- 
sion. Being born of nothing it relapsed into 
nothing. 


Railway Earnings. 

Railroad earnings for December, January, 
and Febrhary have generally shown de- 
creases. This has been more especially true 
of the roads operating in the territory where 
the winter storms have been severe. But 
even prior to the winter months there was 
being shown slowly declining percentages of 
increase in gross compared with previous 
years, while net earnings were perceptibly 
suffering from increased operating expenses. . 
For the third. week of February nothing en- 
couraging is presented in the figures of re- 
porting roads. By this is meant nothing en- 
couraging for a bull campaign based on con- 
It must be said, 
however, that earnings are good, indeed, 
slightly better than last year. But expenses 
are heavier. The record of business shows a 
condition of lapse rather than one of pro- 
gression. 


Future Era of Higher Prices. 

Looking ahead it would appear that with 
good crops this year there should follow an 
era of higher prices and active speculation. 
The present dullness is immediately con- 
ducive of such a result. The reserves of the 
New York banks continue to grow in vol- 
ume. Western institutions also find their 
deposits increasing. With a large accumu- 
lation of idle money, with the election over, 
and with good crops, there will be every foun- 
dation for substantially better prices. _ 


' Bank Statement. 

*The bank statement Saturday bears out 
the belief that largely increasing accumula- 
tions of cash may be expected throughout 
the country. The surplus reserveis now $32,- 
150,200. This compares with $5,951,900 in 
the corresponding week last year and $9,975,- 
925 in the corresponding week in 1902. The 
present excess reserve is the largest for any 
week since Feb. 3, 1900, when it stood at 
$43,933,725

. Newell C. Knight’s View of Market. 

Newell C. Knight of Knight, Donnelley & 
Co. takes the following view of the market: 

“The next few weeks and months seem 
to me to be spotted with difficulties so nu- 
mrerous and of such a serious character as 
to deter any legitimate upward movement 
in stocks. I can see no advancement possi- 
ble except manipulative and that is known 
to-be generally brief and of small exten. 

“We are confronted with the New York 
bank loans aggregating approximately 
$1,000,000,000, the largest in the country’s 
history, and that, too, twelve months after 
we have passed the height of the prosperity 
era. The surplus bank reserves, aggregat- 
ing $32,000,000, while apparently ample, are 
far from impregnable, for the railways are 
grabbing every available dollar,/and the 
Frenchmen have their hands on $40,000,000 
soon to go for canal payments. 

“The railways are showing, nearly all of 
them, decreas&g in gross and net, many dis- 
closing a great falling off in the latter. Mer- 
cantile houses are meeting with diminished 
business. All of this is evidenced by the 
bank clearings showing weekly declines of 
serious moment, and that not only in New 
York but generally throughout the United 
States. The steel industry is still in the 
dumps and has very symptom of its ina- 
bility to get out of Grain rates have been 
cut by the leading trunk lines, and the cut 
now threatens extension to other commodi- 
ties. 

“War between Russia and Japan can 
but be a prolonged one, and Is a waste of 
wealth not only of the two nations con- 
cerned but a net loss to every nation which 
deals with them in proportion to such deal- 
ings, and that includes us. The Bulgarian 
outbreak is ajl but here, and excited Europe 
may yet be transformed from an armed 
camp into hostile armies. All of this is 
facing us in the year 1904, a year in which 
we venture to predict there is likely to be 
serious apprehension of a democratic suc- 


cess. . 
“If one-half the foregoing prospective 
events were in evidence it would make me 
a bear;-with all of them I am a pronounced 
believer in ultimately lower prices. 
On the other hand, the only argument 
that can be recognized as one sufficiently 
serious for consideration is that the rich men 
own the stocks. This has permitted them 
to sustain values and force shorts at times 


a seeming betterment, but I fully expect 
that the rich men, like ordinary men, will 
after awhile tire of ‘ holding the bag,’ and 
that this will occur some time before the 
election. When it does occur a dumping 
will take place by the one rich man on the 
other rich man that will afford an oppor- 
tunity for those who have had patience to 
make purchasés that will pay 
handsome profits.”

Wholesale Trade Reviewed. 


Trade~in wholesale lines was making‘ but 
slow progress toward spring activity. .While 
weather had the most to do with this condi- 
tion, general conservatism and a desire to 
avoid excesses which caused the recent set- 
back have contributed. Staple foodstuffs, 
however, and other commodities in which 
there is speculation have felt the eastern 
war, and values have been advanced sharp- 
ly, notably in wheat and provisions. 
realizing sales have caused just as sharp 
reactions and conditions have been un- 


healthy. 7 
Gains Mede in Metals. 

In the metal market some encouragement 
is felt ever the negotiations instituted by 
railroad companies for the purchase of a 
large number of locomotives. If this busi- 
ness ‘is consummated it will mean benefit 
to other markets as well as that. oe by 
the added demand for metal Shortage of 
motive power and cars has felt in al- 
most all wholesale lines. Calls for cars 
which cannot be met and the wear of a hard 
winter on locomotives, it is thought, will 
make imperative the building of new en- 
gines in the near future. As to rails and 
bridges, however, there still are differences } 
between makers and the common carriers. 
In pig iron easy prices have induced a good 
record of business—probably 15,000 tons. 
Shading of prices under $9.50 has prompted 
efforts during the week to rehabilitate the 
Southern Pig Iron association to fix price 
agreements. 

The Iron and Machinery World says: 
“This has been better than the average 
week in the sale of iron and steel in the 
western markets. Transactions in pig iron 
show gains. Sales of steel billets are led by 
one for 5,000 tons. Bars take position up 
towards the front rank in respect to activity, 
the volume of business placed this week 
running up well into the thousands of tons 
and duplicating the successes of last week. 
Steel rails are lagging in new tonnage 
placed, but there has been an excellent call 
for track supplies. A little tonnage for small 
angle bars and other shapes for car construc- 
tion has been placed, but cold has curtailed 
business in structural material. The impie- 
ment manufacturers have a brighter pros- 
pect than a week ago. Dollar wheat has in- 
fected the mind of the western farmer with 
a desire to increase his tillable acreage this 
year, and this in turn has increased the de- 
mand for ell kinds of implements.”’ 


Situation in Coals. 


The coal market has suffered from the 
milder weather in the western states. Bitu- 
minous coals of nearly all descriptions are 
in short supply at the leading market cen- 


ters, and prices show a steady to firm tone. 


Transportation delays still cause inconven- 
fence, and a good deal of coal is waiting on 
sidetracks for movement to destination. Pro- 
duction is about normal, the only curtail- 
ment being where there is shortage of cars 
at the mines. Anthracite prices hold steady, 
with demand of about normal proportions. 
In lumber practically unchanged conditions 
obtain. Increased trade has been delayed 
by the effects of weather on movement and 
building. 


Conditions in Other Markets. 

Cotton and coffee suffered smart breaks, 
spot coffee selling at the lowest point since 
the recent campaign started. Egg prices 
dropped 9%%c last week, and indications were 
that the long season of extreme prices was 
over. Prices of that commodity, however, 
at 20c still are well over a year ago. 

Silks displayed a firmer tone on the war. 
Cotton goods were doing better, particularly 
on forward business in heavy staples. Spring 
demand for dry goods was about normal, 
wholesalers and retailers reporting satisfac- 
tory conditions. Conditions in the grocery 


trade were about unchanged. Flour prices, 


however, were advanced 20c a barrel to keep 
pace with wheat,

DECLINING PRICES IN LONDON. 


Steady Depression in Shares During the 
Week, with Few Exceptions— 
Money Appears Abundant, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
{Copyright: 1904: By the New York Herald. } 
LONDON, Feb. 28.—With a few exceptions 

the record during the week has been that of 
steady depression of prices. On the other 
hand settlement has been complete without 
any failures being announced. All eyes are 
fixed on Paris, where’ the settlement begins 
next week. Last Saturday’s break on the 
Paris bourse was a surprise only in the sense 
that it came a little earlier than had been 
expeeted. There is still a good deal of anx- 
fety over the contiftental situation, but not 
so much as was felt earlier in the week. It 
is believed that both in Paris and Berlin the 
position is much improved. Big financial 
houses have come to the rescue of accounts 
that could not have been Hquidated had they 
been taken over. 

London feels that, so far as its own posi- 
tion is concerned, it stands on solid ground. 
Investors are being urged to buy by such 
conservative organs as the Statist, which 
points out that prices are temptingly cheap. 

The news of the Rochester fire caused a 
setback in Americans, which had been al- 
most the only market showing strength dur- 
ing the latter part of the week. Generally 
prices have fallen, special weakness being 
shown by securities of coal roads. Erie sec- 
ond preferred had fallen 2 and Reading com- 
mon %. Declines of 1 to 1% are marked in 
Atchison, Chesapeake and Ohio, Illinois Cen- 
tral, Southern Pacific, and Southern Rallway 
preferred. Baltimore and Ohio, Denver and « 
Rio Grande, Louisville and Nashville, and 
Union Pacifics have each lost about %, and 
smaller declines are shown in Kansas City 
Southern, New York, Ontario and Western, 
and Wabash. The general rate of continua- 
tion on American rails at settlement was 3 to 
4 per cent.

Lively Session Expected — Municipal 
Ownership Advocates Threaten 
Demonstration Against Extension 


Which Does Not Give Right to Take) 


Over Property at Any Time — Four 
Months’ License Favored—<Action to 
Be Based on That of Committee. 


A lively time is expected in the council to- 
night over the granting of a temporary per- 
mit for operation to the Chicago City railway 
company in extension of its permit, which 
will expire at midnight. 

The municipal ownership forces have 
threatened to pack the galleries and create a 
demonstration against further grants which 


do not specifically embody some recognition 


of the city’s right to take over the property 
at any time. 


Favors Four Months’ Permit. 
It is believed, however, that the council will 
pattern its action after the recommendation 
of the local transportation committee, which 


will meet et 11 o’clocK this morning to pre- 


pare areport. Unless new considerations are 
urged successfully the committee will recom- 
mend the granting of a permit for four 
months, similar to the one which was given 
to the company last fall. 

The main fight will come with the question. 
of the city’s authority to revoke the permit 
at any time during the progress of the fran- 
chise negotiations. -The committee probably 
will recommend a permit revocable at will, 
but it does not expect to have it passed with- 
out strong opposition. 

‘‘ There is no telling what the action of the 


committee and of the council will be,’’ said 


Chairman Bennett of the committee. " The 


aldermen are more or less agreed that the 


permit should be revocable at any time.”’ 
Col. E. R. Bliss, counsel for the City rail- 


way, declared he had made no move toward 


securing favorable terms from thecouncil.

RAILROADS IN SIX MONTHS 


KILL 1,771, INJURE 22,972. 


United States Report for Period Ending 
Last June Shows Great Excess Over 
Totals of Great Britain Accidents. 


& 


A report of the number of persons killed 
and injured on railroads in the United States, 
compared with the number in Great Britain 
for the six months ending June 380, 1903, 
shows 1,771 killed and 22,972 injured in thi 
country, against 311 killed and 8,303 injure 
in Great Britain. The railroad reports ex- 
plain this by the following statement: . 

*“ Taking into consideration that the-rail- 
way mileage in the United States is nine 
times that of the united kingdom, the pas- 
senger mileage two and a third times great- 
er, the freight tun mileage more than ten 
times greater, and the railway employés two 
and a half times as numerous, the American 
railways do not suffer in the comparison.” 

In July, August, and September, 1,025 per- 
sons were killed on the railroads of 
United States, an increase of 180 over t 
corresponding quarter for 1902. In the same 
time 14,162 were injured—an increase of 
8,000 over the preceding year. 

The increase is partly accounted for by the 
growth in traffic and by the fact “ that ac- 
cidents are now much more fully reported 
that they were in the preceding year.’’ The 
quarter was marked by a number of most 
disastrous accidents, which swelled the total 
of fatalities, a condition which also will af- 
fect the returns for the last quarter of 1903. 


MAY START CAR FERRY LINES. 


Success of Cross Lake Service Is Said 
to Have Induced Other Companies 
: to Plan to Enter Field. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 28.—[Special.]—As 
the result of the success of the cross lake car 
ferry lines in keeping up communication 
with east shore points during the present 
winter, with the lake frozen solid almost 
from shore to shore, it is probable that other 
railroad lines will inaugurate a car ferry 
service from this port to do away with the 
long haul around the southern end of Lake 
Michigan. 

It is said that the Goulds may Secure docks 
here, to operate the Ann Arbor car ferries 
to the Ann Arbor railway’s connections on 
the east shore. Other railroads are said to 


| be planning to take advantage of the gain 
in time and the differentials by the cross 


lake ferries, as against the long delays 
which may be expected in the transfer of 
freight through Chicago to the seaboard 
lines. 

Although the severity of the present win- 
ter has rendered navigation on Lake Michi- 
gan more difficult and dangerous than for 
thirty years past, the big ice crushers of the 
Ann Arbor and Pére Marquette lines have 
been kept in service almost without inter- 
ruption. The delay attendant upon break- 
ing a passage through solid ice for the 
entire width of the lake has naturally been 
great, and at Milwaukee and Manitowoc 
there are hundreds of ca freight await- 
ing transportation to the ichigan shore, 
But with every opening of the lake by 
southerly winds the ferries redouble their 
efforts and have succeeded so far in 
ing a serious blockade. 


NO EFFECT ON BALTIMORE LOSS. 


Rochester Insurance Risks Held Not of 
Sufficient Volume to Delay _ 
Payment. 


Baltimore, Md., Feb. 28.—[Special.}—The Roch- 
ester fire will not affeet payment of insurance 
on property destroyed by the Baltimore fire, de- 
clared the committee of adjusters here yesterday. 
But three Baltimore companhies—the German- 
American, Home, and Firemen’s—are financially 
interested in the Rochester fire, and these say, in 
common with all other insurance companies in- 
volved, that the small area to which the fire was 
confined, is their salvation. The German-Ameri- 
can was officially notified by its agent in Roches- 
ter that it had risks amounting to $7,500 on 
The Home company 
of this city is in the hands of & receiver. Its 
losses are $300,000 on the Baltimore fire and $3,000 
in Rochester. The Firemen’s company of Balti- 
more, also in the hands of a receiver, has Roches- 
ter risks of about $7,000, but these, after the 
Baltimore fire, were undertaken by the Provi- 
dence. The Firemen’s Fund association of San 
Francisco, which took all the Baltimore risks 
formerly held by the Firemen’s company of this 
city, is not called upon to bear any Rochester loss.
